Camcorders’ new focus 


To many video enthusiasts, the camcorder is little more than a novelty 
spin-off of VCR technology. Making a tape of Billy’s birthday party may 
be nice, but true bliss for a hardcore videophile is born of active in- 
volvement with advanced home VCR equipment. 

Yet increasingly the camcorder arena is being used as the proving 
ground for new VCR technologies and marketing tactics, and the re- 
sults could determine the future of home machines as well. Behind all 
this, of course, is Sony’s determination to establish the 8mm format as a 
major force in tomorrow’s VCR universe—and VHS developer JVC’s 
determination not to let it happen. 

Sony has used the explosive camcorder market as a wedge in its 
overall strategy to popularize 8mm. Its sophisticated subcompact TR5 
model—introduced in the U.S. last summer—is a smash success, and 
breakthroughs which made the TR5 model possible will quickly find 
their way into home and personal 8mm video products. 

Now JVC and Panasonic are charging back with itty-bitty feature- 
laden VHS-C camcorders, both using new superminiaturized mecha- 
nisms. JVC will follow with its version of personal video, the tiny 
Concept C VHS system unveiled last summer in prototype form. And 
soon JVC will offer a combination VHS/VHS-C home deck that will 
play the small “C” tapes without an adapter. 

Back to 8mm. Though Thomson Consumer Electronics denies it, Ja- 
pan is rife with rumors that the firm will soon introduce an RCA brand 
8mm camcorder. RCA’s vast distribution network effectively put VHS 
on the map ten years ago, and a decision to add 8mm to its cam- 
corder lineup would be significant. 

Meanwhile, Sony says it has developed digital signal processing cir- 
cuits which will be incorporated into 8mm camcorders in several years. 
That obviously will lead to further camcorder size and weight reduc- 
tions, and to significantly improved performance. More importantly, 
digital advances will exert enormous influence on future home equip- 
ment. And you can bet JVC and other VHS makers have similar digital 
plans on the horizon. 

So keep on enjoying that prized home VCR system —but keep your 
eye on the camcorder.

Sony is introducing a new toy that adult 
videophiles might enjoy as much as their 
children. The $115 My First Sony Elec- 
tronic Sketch Pad transfers the move- 
ments of a stylus across its face — 
creating pictures in up to 12 colors—to 
any TV set. Budding video artists can 
enhance their work using the pad’s three 
line weights, 28 pattern stamps and 
electronic eraser. 








LCD projectors— 
a new trend? 


LCD projection technology — the com- 
pact big-screen alternative —is rapidly 
winning support among major TV man- 
ufacturers. Following the introduction of 
Sharp’s XV-100 projector (see “Video- 
tests,” this issue), Sony, Toshiba, Mat- 
sushita, Pioneer and Mitsubishi are 
reportedly gearing up to produce LCD 
projectors of their own.

A new company called Sky Cable plans 
to broadcast up to 108 satellite TV 





channels that can be picked up on 12- 
inch-square flat antennas. Sky Cable 
says the smaller antennas can be used 
because it will be sending digital video 
signals using new high-powered satel- 
lites. This is no entrepreneurial pipe 
dream, either —Sky Cable is jointly 
owned by NBC, Cablevision Systems, 
Hughes Communications and media 
mogul Rupert Murdoch. 

Sky Cable plans to offer free basic 
service, several subscription channels 
and pay-per-view starting in 1993. Al- 
though the company has yet to nail 
down specific programming, it expects 
to duplicate some already available 
through cable (such as HBO and Show- 
time), and add sports and news coverage 
and other national and regional chan- 
nels. 





Sony creates chip 
for digital 8mm 


A new one-chip digital video processor 
developed by Sony could revolutionize 
the camcorder field by leading to small- 
er, better 8mm camcorders. The compa- 
ny says its new chip would cut 
camcorder power consumption by 20 
percent, and slice the number of parts in 
an average camcorder from 700 to 200. 
Sony also says the new technology 
would outperform Super VHS, and de- 
liver CD-quality digital sound. However, 
the company does not plan any product 
introductions using the chip for at least

Pacino returns 
in ‘Sea of Love’ 


“One of the things I look for in a script,” 
says Al Pacino, “is the dilemma in a 
character.” After the disastrous reviews 
and commercial failure of 1985's Revolu- 
tion, a more germane dilemma was how 
one of America’s finest actors could re- 
gain his momentum as a movie star. De- 
spite a long and distinguished career in 
such films as Scarface, Serpico, The God- 
father and Dog Day Afternoon, Pacino 
had lost his box office power. Following 
Revolution (which he defends only to the 
point of saying, “I thought there were 
some interesting scenes”), he returned, 
as he often has, to his first love — thea- 
ter. He appeared in an off-Broadway 
production of Julius Caesar and devel- 
oped various projects, including an ex- 
perimental film of a play called The 
Local Stigmatic. 

It took the sexy police thriller Sea of 
Love (MCA Home Video) to rein- 
troduce Pacino to the movie-going (and 
video-renting) masses. The New York 
native, now 50, brings believable matu- 
rity to the role of a lonely, rumpled de- 
tective who foolishly falls in love with

manner and resolve them.” 

But not all horror films strike the 
right chord with connoisseurs. “The 
classic cult films exceed the others in 
both ferocity and uniqueness,” Craven 
explains. “In all modesty, I’d say this 
about some of my films, like Nightmare 
and Last House. The villainy and vio- 
lence are without restrictions. It’s a mis- 
conception to think they're terribly 
explicit or gross—rather, they have tre- 
mendous energy. There’s an unabashed 
quality to the evil.” 

While today’s audiences seek films 
that are completely new, they also want 
subject matter and environments that 
are familiar. “The trick is to combine the 
two,” Craven says. “We deal with things 
that are buried in the audience’s psyche, 
but we put them in a dressing that ap- 
pears fresh. There's nothing new under 
the sun, but there are new packages to 
put them in.” —Clifford Meth 








TV classics come 
home on cassette 


In the ten years since video exploded 
into American households, cassettes of 
all types have found their niche among 
ever-growing audiences. Ironically, 
shows originally made for television 
have remained largely unavailable on 
tape, if only because video stores are ill- 
equipped to handle large sets devoted 
exclusively to individual programs.

But for now, the big advantage 
of LCD projectors is their portability. 

At 31 pounds, the XV-100 is cer- 
tainly totable. The only limitation on its 
portability is that it requires 120 VAC. 
When placed slightly further than 15 
feet from the screen, it produces images 
as large as 100 inches diagonally.

blue primary images can be set at the 
factory. As a result, LCD projectors 
show none of the color fringing typi- 
cal of CRT models. With only 
one lens, no cathode ray 
tubes, and a small power sup- 
ply, the machines are light 
and compact. 

The XV-100 has two video 
inputs. Input 1 has both 
video and S-video jacks. 
Plugging in an S-cable dis- 
ables input 1’s video jacks. 
Y Amonitor output feeds the 
selected signal to a second de- 
vice, but doesn’t work with S-video sig- 
nals. Like most other front projectors, 
the XV-100 contains no audio circuitry 
or tuner, so a user must supply an audio 
system, and must connect a tuner to 
watch broadcast TV. A 100-inch beaded 
screen with a gain of 2.5 comes with the 
projector. The only controls are two 
power switches, the input selector and 
the picture controls. 

Description. The black XV-100 is 
17 inches deep. The lens and cowl pro- 
ject about six inches further from the 
top of one end.

so simple that it can be hooked up and 
played in the dark. The power and video 
signal cables are all that need to be con- 
nected since there is no audio. Turning 
on the master power switch at the back 
lights an indicator on the top. Pressing 
the lamp power switch turns on the 
lamp, the fan, and indicators for the 
lamp and video source. 

A button in the control compart- 
ment switches between video | and vid- 
eo 2 inputs. A slide switch determines 
whether the screen will be blue or black 
when there is no signal. The button 
pairs adjust picture, brightness, color, 
tint and sharpness, while the reset but- 
ton returns adjustments to factory set- 
tings. 

Focusing the image and zooming it 
to fill the screen are the only other ad- 
justments. The projector uses either the 
supplied screen or any light, flat sur- 
face —curved screens are not recom- 
mended. Image size can be altered either 
by zooming or changing the distance be- 
tween projector and screen. Screen 
brightness varies with image size and 
screen reflectance.

Ease 
of setup and operation are excellent.

Minolta designs and builds its own Com- 
pact VHS camcorders, so it is no sur- 
prise that the Master Series-C 51 
resembles only its Minolta predecessor. 
It is designed for easy operation —the 
camera controls are uncrowded and dis- 
tinguishable by touch with confirming 
viewfinder legends. Combined with au- 
tomatic circuitry, the design delivers 
point-and-shoot ease. The Series-C 51 is 
a lot like the previous Series-C 50, but 
Minolta gave its new camcorder a tele- 
macro focus range, a flying erase head, 
and video and audio dub—and lowered 
the price by over $200. 

Switching off the auto exposure or 
white balance locks these controls at 
their current positions, so to a large ex- 
tent what you see in the black & white 
viewfinder is what you get. The unusual 
but very convenient telemacro mode of- 
fers continuous focus down to the sur- 
face of the lens. This lets a user shoot 
small objects yet stay far enough away to 
light them correctly. There is no manual 
focus option, but when the autofocus is 
deactivated, the zoom rocker becomes a 
power focus rocker.

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each trigger press. A master edit control 
system communicates with designated 
JVC VCRs. 

The camera features a high resolu- 
tion CCD image sensor, auto everything 
with manual overrides, a two-speed 8x 
zoom, four shutter speeds down to 
1/1000-second, an audio/video fader, 
shuttle search, auto date and date/time 
select, a dual trigger system, an optional 
wired remote pause and full-function re- 
mote, and four superimposable pages of 
memory in eight colors with reverse. 

Description. The GF-S550 is 
black except for white legends and a few 
colored buttons. Like most VHS cam- 
corders, it is a heavyweight, at 5.5 
pounds without battery or cassette. JVC 
supplies a 45-minute battery; optional 
batteries run for 20, 45 or 60 minutes 
and charge in 50, 70 and 80 minutes, re- 
spectively. The overall shape is boxy, 
with flat sides and a bulge for the hand- 
grip. The viewfinder swings forward over 
the lens to keep carrying and storage 
width to a minimum. 

Controls on the handgrip include a 
zoom rocker, a run/stop button and a 
slide switch for the recording alarm, 
which sounds each time the run/stop 
button is pressed. VCR controls occupy 
the back, and camera controls cover the 
left of the camera projection. Frequently 
used controls are exposed and seldom- 
used ones hide under a sliding cover. 

On the left side of the camera are a 
slider for power with an indicator light, 


and exposed buttons for focus, fader, | 


backlight compensation (BLC), date/ 
time record, VISS, shutter speed, full 
auto, quick review and edit search. The 
covered camera control compartment 
has a slide switch for record time and 
buttons for record time reset, white bal- 
ance, display select, and date/time select 
and set. 

There are also buttons for title on/ 
off, page, image reverse, color and mem- 
ory. The lens has manual focus and 
zoom rings with a blue release for the 
macro focus range on the front of the 
stubby zoom lever. 

The electronic viewfinder sprouts 
from the top of the camera section, and 
plugs into a jack on the left side. The 
viewing hood swings 180 degrees from 
straight up to straight down for conven- 
ient angle shooting. The hood and one 
magnifier flip up for easy viewing away 
from the eye, and the remaining magni- 
fier focuses the viewfinder image. The 
front of the EVF has a tally light, and its 
underside has screwdriver controls for 
electrical focus and brightness. The 


viewfinder slides outward for left eye 
viewing and can be removed by releasing 
a catch. Above it sit a fixed unidirec- 
tional microphone and jacks for an ex- 





ternal mic and mic power. 

At the top of the rear panel ‘are a 
spring-loaded slider for eject, the record 
button and a slide switch for dubbing 
(edit) on/off. Below are an LCD display 
and buttons for counter reset and mem- 
ory. A sliding cover conceals buttons for 
rewind/search, play, fast forward/search, 
audio dub, stop, pause/still, edit start, in- 
sert record and animation. Near the bot- 
tom of the rear panel are jacks for 
remote, an earphone, background music 
in, S-video out and A/V in/out. 

At the very bottom is a carrying 
strap loop. The other is at the back of 
the top panel. The accessory shoe occu- 
pies the forward end of this panel. On 
the left of the recorder body is a cush- 
ioned cheek panel and a tiny tracking 
control. 

Operation. Apart from its size and 
weight the camcorder is relatively easy 
to use. When both compartments are 
closed, the controls are easily managed. 
After touching the record button to put 
the camcorder into record pause mode, 
pushing the full auto button automates 
iris, focus and white balance. The white 
balance button selects between auto 


| mode and three fixed modes; WB lock 


freezes the current setting. The focus 
button selects auto or manual mode. 
Features like auto fade, BLC, shutter 
speed select, VISS index write, review 
and retake (edit) search make shooting 
easier. 

The recorder functions are mostly 
hidden in the back compartment. JVC 
added a few special controls — edit start, 
audio/video insert and animation (us- 
able in both camera and VCR modes). 
All camera and recorder controls are 
self-explanatory or easily mastered with 
a little help from the manual. One con- 
venience is the switchable run/stop trig- 
ger alarm, which helps prevent 
accidental shots of shoes and skies. The 
full remote is a major convenience, but 
we do miss S-video input, even though 
there is little call for it. Ease of operation 
is very good. 

Performance. The horizontal res- 
olution of the recorder section in S-VHS 
is 400 lines, but that of the camera sec- 
tion is only about 350 lines, so pictures 
recorded through the lens have about 
350 lines of horizontal resolution when 
using S-VHS tape. With VHS tape, the 
horizontal resolution is only 240 lines. 

The luminance signal-to-noise ratio 
at the S-video jack is 49.3 decibels un- 
weighted and 55.2 dB weighted. The 
unweighted video S/N at the A/V out- 
put is 46.8 dB from S-VHS recordings 
and 45.3 dB from VHS recordings. The 
weighted video S/N at the A/V output is 
53.8 dB from S-VHS and 52.4 dB from 
VHS. The chroma AM S/N is 47.7 dB 
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from S-VHS and 47.2 dB from VHS, 
while the chroma PM S/N is 41.9 dB 
from S-VHS and 42.1 dB from VHS. All 
these measurements are excellent ex- 
cept for chroma PM noise. The camera 
has a 7 lux low-light rating and requires 
7.4 lux for a 50 IRE output. Overall pic- 
ture quality is very good to excellent. 
The recorder’s failure to offer hi-fi is 
a distinct weakness since at least one 
S-VHS-C camcorder has it. The fre- 
quency response of the recorder’s mono 


| track is 75 Hertz to 10 kilohertz, +1.1/-3 











dB, with an audio S/N of 43.4 dB and a 
total harmonic distortion of 1.2 percent. 

Conclusion. The GF-S550 is pre- 
dictably large. Its only real disappoint- 
ment is the lack of hi-fi stereo. Video 
performance is very good/excellent and 
both linear audio and ease of operation 
are very good, for an overall rating of 
very good.

Hitachi is a leading manufacturer of pro- 
jection TV tubes, but until recently, its 
own sets seemed to lag behind other sets 
using Hitachi tubes. However, the 
CU4600B projects a bright picture using 
a six-element glass lens with increased 
light transmission. The set’s dual elec- 
tromagnetic focus produces a very small 
beam for high horizontal resolution. A 
screen pitch of 0.85mm also increases 
the resolution, which is rated at 800 
lines. Hitachi improved the image by 
emphasizing drops to black more than 
changes to white.

We have used a Fisher FVH-730 
~ VHS VCR for five years to build a 
tape collection. Now we’re ready to re- 
place it, but have noticed that many 
tapes made with it won’t sync on friends’ 
VCRs. How can we assure ourselves 
that a new machine we buy will play our 
tapes properly? George M. Naimark 
Cedar Knolls, N.J.

_ You don’t indicate in your letter, 
“> but my guess is that many of your 
tapes were recorded at one of the slower 
speeds, LP or EP (a.k.a. SLP). While 
slow speeds let you put more program- 
ming onto a tape, the economy speeds 
are notorious for poor tracking when 
played on other VCRs. The problem is 
compounded by such other factors as 
tape shrinkage and stretching (due to 
environmental conditions during stor- 
age), wear and tear on the VCR’s tape 
transport and video heads, and the actu- 
al width of the heads. 

Full tape interchange (the term for 
how well a tape made on one VCR plays 
on another) is not guaranteed for either 
of the slow VHS speeds, so it may be 
wise to take one or two sample cassettes 
along when you shop for your new deck. 
Try them on different machines until 
you find one that works well. This 
should help, but it won’t guarantee total 
compatibility since even different units 
of the same model can display different 
characteristics. 





Pixel on the fritz 


I received a Sony GV-8 Video 
Walkman for Christmas. I like it a 
lot, but one of the pixels on the screen 
seems to have burned out, and the hole 
in the display is annoying. Can this be 
repaired? J. Harmon

Sorry, but all LCD screens are man- 
-. ufactured as a single unit, and each 
pixel is wedded to the rest of the ma- 
trix —over 92,000 pixels in the case of 














your GV-8. Quality control at the fac- 
tory usually weeds out bad displays, but 
sometimes a pixel fails later on. The 
only repair is to replace the entire 
screen, an expensive option I don’t rec- 
ommend. If the warranty is still in effect, 
check with the dealer to see if the unit 
can be replaced. 





8mm’s flying squad 


I understand that all 8mm cam- 
corders and VCRs use only flying 
erase heads and not full erase heads as 
are found in VHS machines. Is there 
some technical obstacle that prevents 
VHS from using this type of head? If 
not, why doesn’t the VHS format adopt 
it? David Baron 
Los Angeles, Calif. 


fi While current 8mm camcorders 
“+ and VCRs use flying erase heads, 
the first 8mm decks used full erase heads 
(an electromagnet mounted in a fixed 
position along the tape path). But flying 
erase heads offer two advantages: seam- 
less edits between scenes and the space 
saved by removing the larger full erase 
heads. However, these heads are usually 
used in conjunction with a full erase 
head, especially in table model decks, 
where space is less of an issue. 

There’s no technical reason why 
VHS could not use only a flying erase 
head; in fact, the JVC GR-S707 cam- 
corder does so. This deluxe Super VHS 
Compact camcorder uses a standard di- 
ameter 62mm video drum fitted with 
four double azimuth record heads, two 
hi-fi audio heads and one flying erase 
head. By eliminating the full erase head, 
the size of the tape transport has been 
kept to a minimum. Expect other manu- 
facturers to adopt similar designs in fu- 
ture VHS and VHS-C camcorders, and 
perhaps in some VCRs and personal vid- 
eo products as well. Py

THE ACTION 


How to shoot videos that capture your 


vacation’s spirit with 


We all start out with ambitious plans to 
capture a trip’s flavor on tape the first 
time a camcorder comes with us on a va- 
cation. But in most cases, we only look 
at the tapes we return with once or 
twice —and not all 20 hours of them, 
just the good parts. 

What’s wrong? Usually, it’s the disor- 
ganized quality of the tape: dark shots, 
shake shots, too many zooms, not 
enough close-ups, long unintentional 
stretches of sidewalk, muddled audio 
and so little continuity from one scene 
to another that two hours of video can 
feel longer than the two-week vacation 
it allegedly chronicles. 

What we want to see is something 
similar to the programs we’re accus- 
tomed to on television, if not as melo- 
dramatic: a video that tells a story, and 
tells it quickly. One of the great achieve- 
ments of good storytelling, on film or 
in print, is the way it compresses 
time. Remember Roots, the epic of 
Alex Haley’s search for his African an- 
cestors? That story compressed 150 years 
with dozens of characters and places 
into 12 hours of film, including commer- 
cials. How do producers do it? The an- 
swer: They plan what they're going to do. 





energy and style. 





And so should you. 

We're going to tell you how to think 
through even the simplest vacation so 
that the videotape you bring back will 
make those who weren’t there wish they 
were, and those who were remember it 
longingly. You don’t need a lot of exotic 
video equipment, although a few acces- 
sories always help (see “Don’t Leave 
Home Without Them” elsewhere in this 
issue). But you do need a shooting plan, 
and you do need to follow it. 
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The first part of your plan is the 
most difficult. You should decide in ad- 
vance how long your vacation video will 
tun. For example, let’s say each day of 
your trip leaves you—after deducting 
time spent sleeping, dressing, showering, 
dining and the like—with about 12 
hours during which you'll want to use 
the camcorder. During that time you 
may read for an hour, hike for a couple 
of hours, swim for an hour or check out 
historic districts. 

The point is to break down your va- 
cation into its different activities and de- 
velop a feeling for how much of each 
activity you’ll want to record. Obviously, 
you won’t want an hour of someone 
reading, swimming, hiking or looking at 
buildings. But you will want a few mo- 
ments of each (even reading) and that’s 
what you should plan for. 

Ask yourself how long the story of 
your vacation will take. This will help 
you determine how much or how little 
to shoot each day. As a guide, you 
should be able to capture each event in 
about three minutes of 30-second shots. 
That’s six shots, give or take a couple. 
This kind of framework will keep your 
shooting concise and your footage mov- 
ing along at a good clip. 

If in the course of a few days, you go 
fishing, hiking, swimming and sightsee- 
ing, these four events should add up to 
at least 12 minutes of video. If you want 
to add a special lunch or dinner, add an- 
other three minutes; a cable car ride, 
three more minutes; and so on. But stay 
flexible. If you do the same thing several 
days in a row, don’t feel you have to re- 
cord more footage each day. Just watch 
for anything new. Sticking to this kind of 
discipline will also keep friends and fam- 
ily from feeling they’re “on camera” all 
the time. Meanwhile, you’re on your 
way toward compiling the two or three 
hours of video you want to return with. 


THE PLOT THICKENS 

You may not realize it, but by the 
time you start the trip, the rest of your 
shooting plan will have largely been 
completed: It’s the itinerary for the va- 
cation, a document you or a travel agent 
already worked out in detail. It tells you 
where you’re going, how you're getting 
there, when you'll be there and how 
long you'll stay. It’s also the outline for 









your vacation video. Here’s how it 
works, using a Caribbean cruise as an 
example. The itinerary for getting to the 
ne and its first day might look like 
this: 

12:15 p.m. Depart from Los Angeles 
airport. 

9:17 p.m. Arrive in Miami. 

10 p.m. Board ship, settle in, enjoy 
late buffet. 

Midnight. Ship leaves Miami port. 

6 to 9 a.m. Breakfast in the main din- 
ing room. 

8 a.m. Ship docks in San Juan, Puer- 
to Rico. 

9 a.m. Tour departures begin with 
shopping expedition to San Juan’s Old 
Town. 

9:15 a.m. Group leaves to scuba dive 
among nearby wrecks. 

9:20 a.m. Group leaves to snorkel in 
submarine gardens. 

9:30 a.m. Group leaves to visit local 
historic monuments. 

9:40 a.m. Party leaves for Luquillo 
Beach. 

10 a.m. Onboard activities begin 
with first shuffleboard sessions. 

10:15 a.m. Class in casino gambling. 

10:30 a.m. Seminar in investment 
strategies on the sun deck. 

Noon to 2 p.m. Lunch in the main di- 
ning room. 

6 p.m. Ship leaves Puerto Rico for 
another port as first dinner sitting be- 
gins. 

8 p.m. Late dinner sitting. 

9:30 p.m. Movie screening. 

9:45 p.m. Dancing instruction.

Using this or a similar itinerary, you 
can put together your own video out- 
line, which will list events you want to 
shoot, day by day, and help you steer 
away from those that sound uninterest- 
ing. 

The next step is to decide on the 
plot of your video. This is simply the 
main story you want to tell. The outline 
will help you focus on what’s significant 
to you. The important thing is to decide 
on one plot for the video. Set up as many 
subplots as you like, but each should be 
less important than the plot. Their job is 
to support the main plot by adding color 
and diversity. 

This is often simpler than it sounds. 
If you choose shopping as a main activ- 
ity, then shopping becomes the plot and 
the places you see going to and from the 
stores and a few of the shipboard activ- 
ities can be subplots. The entire cruise 
might be your plot, in which case you 


| would want to cover a little bit of every- 


thing you do. If you’re into scuba diving 
and snorkeling, this could be your plot, 
while the cruise, shopping, visiting local 
museums and just lying on the beach 
could be the subplots to support the sto- 
ry of your diving adventure. 


ON THE BEACH 

Let’s say the beach itself is your plot, 
with snorkeling the subplot. At first 
glance, beaches and the people on them 
look pretty much the same, whether 
they’re in California or the Caribbean. 
What will make your beach stand out is 
the perspective you bring to shooting it. 
Most beaches are unique in one way or 
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ACTION 


another. Some stretch as far as you can 
see, some are secluded, some have ho- 
tels sprawling nearly to the water. 
Search out the qualities that give your 
beach its character —the setting, the size 
of the waves, the personalities of the 
beachgoers —then get the shots that 
convey them. 

To get the particular look of a beach 
you'll almost always need a wide, estab- 
lishing shot. It can be from the top of a 
hill or at water level. The point is to 
show the whole beach so that as you fo- 
cus on the activities on the beach, your 
audience will have an image of that 
beach already in their minds. 

Next, shoot whatever interests you 
on the beach in medium or tight close- 
ups. This could include swimming, vol- 
leyball games, a picnic, a conversation 
with a local or another tourist. Keep the 
shots short: 30 seconds each is about 
tight. And don’t repeat shots. One pan 
across a lunch buffet is enough. If you 
want to go back over the buffet for 
close-ups of individual dishes, keep these 
shots even shorter and locked off. 

Try to shoot the video in the camera 
as if you will not have an opportunity to 
edit it. Your shooting will be tighter, 
more to the point and probably more in- 
teresting. If you do plan to edit the tapes 
later, you'll have a big head start since 
even a little planning will give you more 
coherent footage to work from. 

Pay attention to what you're shoot- 
ing and to what your next shot is likely 
to be. Make sure each shot fits well with 
the one before it. For example, it’s okay 
to cut from one locked off shot to anoth- 
er, but it’s not okay to cut from a moving 
shot to a still life. Each moving shot 
should have a beginning, a middle and 
an end. Whether you’re panning, push- 
ing, tilting or pulling the camcorder, 
start it from a still position, then move 
it, then stop. This locks off a shot from 
those immediately before and after it. 

Getting back to the beach: The idea 
is to record the things that happen in an 
order that tells the story of the time 
you're there. If you use this technique 
on one beach at a time, you'll see how 
really different each beach looks when 
you get back home and screen the tape.

Now for the snorkeling subplot. 
You'll probably want to intersperse shots 
dealing with this among the beach shots 
because they go together so well. Keep 
in mind that you don’t need an under- 
water housing to cope with snorkeling. 
For example, after you walk out of the 
water you can remove your mask and 
snorkel, look into the lens and describe 
what you saw underwater. Using the 
telephoto lens, you can shoot snorkelers 
from the shore or standing in waist-high 
water. You can shoot downward from a 
shallow boat if the water is clear. You 
can even shoot close-ups of postcards of 
underwater scenes to simulate what a 
snorkeler sees.

A second subplot could be another 
beach activity, like a volleyball game. 
But don’t choose too many activities or 
try to shoot too many things at once. 
There'll be other days, at least at the 
start, and you don’t want the camcorder 
to take the vacation over. 

Don’t neglect to capture the charac- 
teristic sounds of your trip. The ship’s 
whistle, the music of steel bands on the 
beach, the sound of the surf and the bus- 
tle of a market will add immeasurably to 
your video's energy. If your camcorder 
allows it, you can even go back and 
overdub a sound to make a scene work 
better. 

If you plan to edit the final footage, 
you can afford to spend less time plan- 
ning and thinking about your shots. If 
you don’t intend to edit, it’s more impor- 
tant to mentally edit as you shoot. 
Think about how the shots go together 
and how much you’re shooting. Always 
devote more time to the plot than the 
subplots. At the end, the footage for all 
the subplots should just about equal the 
footage shot for the main plot. 

And the video your audiences ex- 
pected merely to endure will make them 
wish, and feel, like they had just re- 
turned themselves. =

New features give vacation-bound camcorders an e 


For 50 weeks a year life seems about as 
exciting as a 1040 form. Then the count- 
down you’ve run for months suddenly 
reaches zero and you’re embarking on a 
video adventure.

In every case, video can bring all the 
sights, sounds and excitement into your 
living room. But you don’t need to be a 
Spielberg to know that the right tool can 
make a big difference in the final prod- 
uct. So before you rush off, checkbook 
in hand, to buy a camcorder as the vaca- 
tion clock runs out of numbers, you 
should know the lay of the land. A lot of 
new camcorders are pointed your way. 
Here's our guide to the ones you may

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find especially helpful on the road. 

Today's camcorders break down into 
two basic types: simple and sophisti- 
cated. The point-and-shoot models are 
also fast. They do the thinking for you: 
Electronic circuits respond to action fas- 
ter than human reflexes. In less time 
than it takes to say “smile,” a fully auto- 
matic camcorder can focus, adjust for 
light and set the sound level. More so- 
phisticated camcorders (which can also 
be set to run automatically) trade reac- 
tion time for versatility, and include fea- 
tures guaranteed to challenge your 
filmmaking skills. 

Sony’s 8mm CCD-F45 Handycam is 
a good example of a quick and simple 
shooting machine. It sets its autofocus 
system, white balance, shutter speed 
(down to 1/4000 of a second) and back- 
light compensator all at once when a 
user hits the auto lock switch. It can 
shoot in as little as 3 lux of light and an 
edit search lets users review taped seg- 
ments while the unit is in record mode.

But the real story is the amazing ver- 
satility of more complex camcorders. 
Models of virtually every brand boast 
full creative menus. Stronger zoom 
lenses increase your reach; smarter fo- 
cusing systems keep scenes sharp. Other 
features refine lighting exposures, help 
you edit tapes, and find and review spe- 
cific scenes. 

Probably no feature comes in for as 
much use on a vacation adventure as a 
zoom lens. Today, 6x, 8x, 10x, even 12x 
lenses let users swoop in for spectacular 
tight shots or pull back for long vistas. 
And macro ranges take care of really 
close situations. 

Last year, Sharp introduced the first 
camcorder with a 12x variable power 
zoom lens. Sharp still has the feature to 
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itself, and this year it’s offering it on its 
VL-L280 VHS and VL-L270 VHS cam- 
corders, for $2,199 and $1,999, respec- 
tively. The 12:1 ratio-is equivalent to a 
lens that ranges from 45 to 516 mm ona 
35mm SLR camera. To ensure a fluid 
zoom out to the lens’ maximum range, 
Sharp designed the lens using 16 ele- 
ments divided into six groups. (Later 
this year, Sharp will introduce a digital 
zoom feature that will in effect expand 
the lens’ range to 50:1, although at some 
cost to image quality in the expanded 
portion of the image.) 

Autofocus systems are also getting 
upgraded. A standard infrared autofocus 
may misbehave when an object suddenly 
passes between the lens and the main 
subject of a shot. But not Minolta’s new 





Master Series-C 51 Compact VHS cam- 
corder, which uses a passive phase de- 
tection autofocus based onthe sys- 
tem developed by the company 
for its line of 35mm Maxxum 
cameras. The system operates 
through the lens and requires 
no infrared transmitter or 
receiver.

the continuous focusing. 

We also like the way the camcorder 
stays focused on a subject. When a sub- 
ject is in the central image area, the sys- 
tem bases its focus on a narrow area of 
the picture, but if the subject moves out 
of the center, the system automatically 
adjusts to take in a wider area. For still 
greater versatility, the camcorder is de- 
signed to accept four optional accessory 
lenses: 1.5x and 2x telephoto lenses and 
0.5x and 0.65 wide-angle lenses. 

Canon’s new Al Mark II Hi8 cam- 
corder uses another autofocusing ap- 
proach that raises the state of the art: 
It’s no longer necessary to keep a subject 
in the center of the viewfinder to keep 
focusing on it. If you center the subject 
to establish focus, an auto tracking sys- 
tem keeps the subject in focus as it 
moves within the image frame. At the 
same time, an auto tracking backlight 
control comes into play to reduce black- 
outs and keep details clear as the subject 
moves around a framing area inside the 
viewfinder. 


EDIT AS YOU GO 

These days, editing features don’t 
just let shooters more easily manipulate 
their footage after a vacation ends. They 
offer plenty of on-the-spot advantages. 
Flying erase heads not only clean up 
transitions between scenes, they elimi- 
nate noisy scene starts. Audio and video 
dubbing let you go back over shot foot- 
age and add a new soundtrack or re-re- 
cord a video segment. Built-in 
speakers — like that on Panasonic’s PV-

S550 Super VHS camcorder, among 
others — let you review an audio track 
while you review the video through the 
camcorder’s viewfinder. 

This year, RCA has packaged these 
and other features in its line of ProEdit 
camcorders, which includes such mid- 
price models as the CC31l, for $1,349. 
The ProEdit features include micro- 
phone mixing to add narration or 
sounds to a previously recorded audio 
track, edit search to precisely position 
the tape at the start of a new recording 
session, and a special jack that makes it 
possible to synchronize the camcorder 
with an RCA VCR for easier editing. 
JVC calls its synchro edit capability the 
Master Control System, and includes it 
in several models, including the GR- 
$707U S-VHS-Compact, for $2,499. GE 
includes synchro edit on its CG 9911 
VHS model, which also has a flying 
erase head, a high-speed shutter, an 8x 
zoom lens and 3 lux sensitivity. 

Fledgling Fellinis will appreciate the 
VHS search recording system found on 
Hitachi’s VM-3270A VHS camcorder, 
for $1,299. The camcorder adds a signal 
to the tape when a user begins or re- 
sumes shooting after a long break. This 
provides simple segment location when 
viewing and editing on a VCR with an 
index search system. 

It often happens that the more ad- 
vanced a technology becomes the more 
difficult it is to use. But at a certain 
point, as the technology continues to 
advance, it becomes easier to use. This 
rule seems to apply to exposure and 
backlighting controls. While all cam-

corders have automatic iris controls that 
assure correct settings under normal 
lighting conditions, manual controls are 
often added, for flexibility and creativity. 
This allows a shooter to open or close 
the iris to compensate for high contrast 
levels or strong backlighting. 

A good example of an exposure sys- 
tem that is both sophisticated yet simple 
to use is the ‘‘correlated two field 
metering” system, found on Canon’s Al 
Mark II. The system takes separate 
readings of the entire image and the 
central zone (36 percent of the image). 
The readings are then integrated to de- 
termine the proper exposure ratio. For 
precise manual exposure control in the 
auto exposure lock mode, plus and minus 
buttons allow digital exposure compen- 
sation all the way from stopped down to 
fully open. For more precise control, 
Canon added a five-blade iris, rather 
than the usual two-blade variety. 

Minolta’s Series-C 51 camcorder also 
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employs a dual area auto exposure sys- 
tem. Again, the CCD image sensor si- 
multaneously measures the light levels 
of the entire area and the central area. 
Exposure is continuously calculated and 
adjusted with emphasis given to the cen- 
tral area. 

A new approach to exposure con- 
trol, and the first to exploit artificial in- 
telligence research, can be found in 
Fisher’s forthcoming 8mm camcorder, 
for $1,399. By using what is known as 
“fuzzy logic” in its aperture adjustment 
control, the camcorder receives indefi- 
nite exposure answers instead of the 
normal binary yes or no readings. Fisher 
says this makes the camcorder respond 
faster and more accurately to sudden 
changes in illumination. 

The ten-watt color enhancement 
light introduced last year by Panasonic 
and available now on a number of cam- 
corders means you may no longer have 
to spend additional money for an acces- 
sory lamp. As found on GE’s CG-9911 
$1,299 camcorder, the light illuminates 
an area up to nine yards ahead of the 
camcorder. At a distance of a yard the 
light provides about 250 lux illumina- 
tion. At nine yards, it drops to 25 lux. 








The principal advantage of the light 
is that it helps you capture scenes just 
the way they are, with natural colors, 
crisp and realistic tones—and without 
the artificial brightness often found in 
very low lux shots. It also adds only a 
few ounces to your travel kit. 

Hitachi’s VM-3270A combines a 
cordless movie light with its second gen- 
eration CCD II image sensor to accu- 
rately expose shots in light as low as 3 
lux. Even if it is not possible to use the 
add-on light, the camcorder can contin- 
ue to take clear images in low light . 


ON THE HORIZON 

But the biggest refinement continues 
to be size. The mini formats have had 
the field to themselves for awhile. Now 
VHS camcorders are about to become 
trimmer and more comfortable. A new 
generation of slimmer designs should de- 
but sometime this fall. The small for- 
mats, meanwhile, will become even 
more compact. Hitachi announced it 
has a VHS-C model only 2.7 inches 
thick and Panasonic has one weighing 
only 2.2 pounds. Both have gone on 
sale in Japan, but neither company has 
revealed its plans for them in the U.S.

But 8mm seems to have caught the 
imagination of the buying public in re- 
cent months and, as the VHS-C camp 
has begun to find itself outnumbered by 
the competition, its champions are plan- 
ning to emulate Buster Douglas and ulti- 
mately knock out 8mm. 

Vacation goers in the near future 
will have even more refinements to add 
bounce to their steps. Toshiba has a new 
top-of-the-line VHS-C camcorder al- 
ready available in Japan that the compa- 
ny says it will soon introduce here. 
Designated AI-X82 in Japan, it has a 
70,000-pixel color LCD viewfinder, a 
420,000-pixel CCD image sensor, and a 
digital autofocus system that employs ar- 
tificial intelligence circuits. 

Although the outcome is uncertain, 
one fact is not. While camcorder makers 
slug it out in the worldwide battle for 
market share, the public should be able to 
take advantage of unusually good deals. =

TIPS FROM TOP PROS 








Hollywood's hottest cameramen reveal their shooting secrets. 


How can home moviemakers armed 
with only a camcorder and a few acces- 
sories get the lively, TV-type production 
values their audience expects? By taking 
a few tips from the pros. The basics of 
motion pictures — composition, lighting, 
camera angles — apply whether you're 
using a point-and-shoot camcorder or a 
Panaflex movie camera. And you'd be 
surprised at how many professionals 
shoot home video themselves. 

We asked several pro cinematogra- 
phers how they would spice up vacation 
videos. Their credits range from movies 
to TV, from RoboCop to Murphy Brown. 


The advice they gave us ranges from 
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film-school fundamentals to recommen- 
dations on rock-climbing shots. But 
whether you’re planning a trek in the 
Himalayas or two nights in your own 
backyard, you’re sure to find plenty in 
the following tips to make your summer 
shots sparkle. 
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LITTLE LEAGUE LESSONS 
Robert Richardson 

At presstime, cinematographer Robert 
Richardson had just been nominated for an 
Oscar for his work on Born on the Fourth 
of July. He has shot all of Oliver Stone’s 
films — Salvador, Platoon, Wall Street

and Talk Radio—as well as a baseball 
movie, Eight Men Out, which gave him 
special insight into keeping Little League 
videos interesting: 

“Start with the unexpected — maybe 
a tight shot of a pair of cleats, then a tilt 
up to the ball. High over the batter or 
low behind are the best positions. Think 
in terms of constructing a’ storyboard of 
batter and pitcher. And watch out for 
the bat and ball! 

“One doesn’t have to bother with 
light adjustment on a camcorder. In El 
Salvador, I left it in automatic mode al- 
most all the time, so that I was free to 
experiment with compostion. 
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“If you’re vacationing near the equa- 
tor, use the extremely hard overhead 
sunlight. Rather than avoid the shad- 
ows, you can actually photograph 
them—they have a lot of mystery. 

“Break every rule. That’s impor- 
tant.” 
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MAGIC HOURS 
Al Maysles 

In movies like Salesman and the Roll- 
ing Stones’ concert film Gimme Shelter, 
cinematographer Al Maysles helped estab- 
lish the “direct cinema” technique, bringing 
a creative touch to the documentary. He 
keeps the realism in outdoor shots by using 
natural lighting: 

“There’s a way to take advantage of 
natural light. Something misty and 
gloomy can be quite nice. I personally 
prefer a cloudy day because the colors 
are nicer and you have the advantage of 
not having too much contrast. You’re 
not worried about shooting with the sun 
in back or in front of you. You have 360 
degrees of great lighting. 

“If you have the choice, the best 
time to shoot outdoors is in the early 
morning or late afternoon—the magic 
hours. It’s when the light is most beauti- 
ful, most dramatic. 

“My approach to shooting outdoors 
is to see things from a human point of 
view. I almost always include people in a 
shot, but if I can’t, I try to follow some- 
thing of interest, the way a human eye 
would. That way there’s a human ele- 
ment, which adds interest and combats 
boredom.” 
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ROCKS, WAVES & BEES 
Robert Carmichael 

A new breed of athlete-aesthete, direc- 
tor/cameraman Robert Carmichael has 
found himself shooting in the wake of Navy 
tankers and from helicopters above soaring 
flames. He shot the El Capitan scenes in 
Star Trek V, along with nearly 20 moun- 
tain climbing expeditions. He stresses safe- 
ty—and involvement: 

“Shooting rock or mountain climb- 
ing is a serious situation. I only recom- 
mend it for expert climbers. Observe 
extra safety rules. Tie your camcorder to 
your lines or to yourself, because it can 
become a lethal projectile if it falls. Pack 
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your bag so that removing one piece of 
equipment doesn’t pull out another. 

“For rock-climbing shots, the best 
camera positions accentuate the rock’s 
vertical lines. Shooting straight up may 
look good through the lens, but when 
you put it on a screen, it looks like you 
could have shot it on a driveway. 

“When shooting boat-to-boat, forget 
the tripod. Lock yourself down, using 
your legs as a gimbal. Tie yourself to the 
boat by the waist and tie the camera to 
you. Keep the horizon level in your 
viewfinder. Because you may not be used 
to looking through a lens while at sea, 
you may get seasick, so use 
Scopalamine — little prescription Band- 
Aids that go behind the ears and pre- 
vent seasickness. 

“Try using Rainex, which is a solu- 
tion for the lens that cuts down water 
viscosity so that it runs off. A nice, 
cheap water-resistant housing for the 
camcorder can be made from a plastic 
trash bag and gaffer’s tape. The best 
time to shoot at sea is midday, for the 
deep blue of tropical areas. 

“When shooting boogie-boarding or 
surfing, you'll get better stuff in the late 
afternoon, with the angle of the sun on 
the surf. Of course, you'll need to use a 








waterproof camcorder housing. Get 
right in the water, immerse yourself in 
the activity. Wear a neoprene vest, tie 
the camera to you, and give it an orange 
flotation device. 

“And if you’re shooting killer bees 
[as he did for an upcoming movie], and 
there's more than 10,000 of them, wear a 
bee suit.” 
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TASTY BARBECUE SHOTS 
Skip Roessel 

Director/cameraman Skip Roessel has 
shot such feature films as Violated and 
Vamping, and numerous award-winning 
commercials. He suggests a few ways to 
turn backyard barbecue attendees into vid- 
eo stars: 

“There’s a reason why we have that 
stereotype in our heads of the director 
yelling ‘Great, baby!’ after every shot. 
First of all, they really do say it. Second, 
they say it because it works. Whether 
you're shooting a feature film or a barbe- 
cue, you’ve got to give the people on 
camera continuous positive feedback. 

“Don’t shoot too long. After a sub- 
ject says a few words, or gives you an en- 
gaging look, stop, drop the camera and 
tell him how terrific he was. If you don’t, 
people start avoiding you like the 
plague. 

“If you can’t get subjects to react to 
anything, switch to being a director and 
elicit a reaction from them. At a barbe- 
cue, for instance, get somebody to take a 
bite of food and make some kind of 
face.” 
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BEACH-BLANKET VIDEO 
James Contner 

In his depiction of the noirish Deco dis- 
trict of Miami Vice, director/cinematogra- 
pher James Contner influenced American 
styles. He also shot The Flamingo Kid, 
Nighthawks, Cruising and the first year of 
Crime Story. Lately, he’s been directing 
Wiseguy for CBS. Contner recommends 
using manual controls to counter bright 
beach light conditions: 

“T like manual features and don’t 
like electronic zoom. Even on a beach, I 
like to shoot backlight, but an automatic 
camera may not expose properly for 
that. So use the backlight compensator, 
or if there’s a manual iris, open it up an 
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PRO TIPS. 


extra stop and a half. Use a white card 
you can buy at any art store for fill. You 
can set up a nice bounce with a beach 
umbrella. 

“If you’re going for the Miami Vice 
look, bear in mind that the look of those 
shows was highly manipulated. There 
are certain colors to stay away from. Red 
has a lot of bleed and leaks away from 
the edge. Avoid bright yellow unless it’s 
part of a pattern. Bright colors in a lot of 
light will detract from skin tone. Go 
with deeper blues unless you are in a 
controlled situation where you can de- 
crease the light.”

NEWS UNDER THE SUN 
Paul Stojanovich 

It’s unlikely neophyte newshounds will 
get to do what Paul Stojanovich, producer/ 
cameraman of the TV show Cops, gets to 
do every week —as he puts it, “roll with the 
cops when the shit hits the fan.” For ama- 
teur news shooting, he recommends keeping 
the camcorder still and letting the action 
unfold: 

“When shooting quick movement, 
shoot wide. Don’t erratically pan — it’s 
an over-response to the situation. Settle 
back, take a breath, and let the action 
work within the frame. The firehose 
method [trying to cover everything] 
doesn’t work. 

“Move in closer, rather than zoom. 
Wide-angle adapters let you capture ac- 
tion from close up. It’s far more exciting 
being right next to the event. People can 
see you were close when they watch the 
video. 

“Bring along a second person to han- 
dle sound and lights. Get someone to 
bring your light to the side. By not 
mounting the light on the camera, you 
avoid that hard, news look. Bypass the 
microphone on the camera. Get a de- 
cent directional mic and you'll be sur- 
prised at the results.” 
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AN EYE ON THE KIDS 
Caleb Deschanel 
Director/cinematographer Caleb De- 
schanel is a master of slow-motion, using it 
extensively in The Black Stallion and The 
Natural. He doesn’t always win an Oscar, 
as he did for The Right Stuff, but he often 
deserves one. He counsels on how to cap- 








ture kids on video and effectively use slo-mo 
(which some camcorders and VCRs can do 
during playback): 

“Amateurs tend to stand over and 
look down on kids, which diminishes the 
impact. Get down on the ground and get 
among them, into their world. Get 
steeped in the atmosphere of what 
you're doing: Try an involved point of 
view, rather than a detached one. Don’t 
always stay where it’s easiest to get the 
shot. 

“Because video is cheap, let it run 
until you get tired. Don’t try to cut in 
frame. If you cut short, you'll inevitably 
find yourself wishing you had let it run 
longer. 

“Slow motion is surprising in the 
grace it lends things, the poetry of mo- 
tion. The obvious place to use it is in 
sports, but I recommend using it in the 
least obvious places. For instance, in The 
Natural, we shot slow motion of a very 
slight movement of Barbara Hershey’s 
eyes, to call attention to her gaze.” 
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COPY THE CINEMA 
Sol Negrin 

Emmy-nominated and Clio-winning di- 
rector of photography Sol Negrin’s work 
runs from sensitive dramas like St. Else- 
where to fast action flicks like RoboCop 








and Superman. He feels that to make good 
home movies, you should watch great Hol- 
lywood movies: 

“The usual thing an amateur does is 
zoom in and out, and pan around until 
the viewer is disoriented. My advice is: 
be conservative, use a tripod and follow 
the rules. I mean do it like they do on 
TV. Watch TV and movies and you'll 
soon learn that they’re mostly made up 
of sequences of clean, clear wide shots, 
medium shots and close-ups — without 
much camera movement. You'll also no- 
tice that shots are held long enough to 
let the viewer grasp everything. 

“Let predictable events script them- 
selves. I don’t care if it’s a birthday party 
or a cookout, when you’re shooting 
something that has a built-in, natural 
procedure, take advantage of it. Shoot it 
in sequence and edit in-camera. At a 
birthday party, start with the birthday 
kid getting dressed up, then the friends 
coming, then the natural rowdiness that 
goes on, the presents, the cake and all 
the little moments in between. Go from 
a natural beginning to a natural middle 
to a natural end.” .

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Camcorders and vacations go together 
like Siskel and Ebert, binoculars and 
hiking trails, snorkeling gear and 
shallow reefs. But do camcorders go 
equally well with your vacation — or 
do they make you feel like Chevy 
Chase taking the Griswolds on yet an- 
other Lampoon fiasco? If so, they shoul- 
dn’t. The plain truth is that you and your family 
can have a great time while shooting video footage 
you'll all enjoy long after the actual events. 

A little planning and a few accessories — some 
necessary, some optional —will go a long way to- 
ward helping you perform like the filmmaker you 
always thought you could have been. What follows 
are our suggestions for the essential camcorder sur- 
vival kit, tips and gadgets (from carrying cases to 
microphones) guaranteed to help you bring a vaca- 
tion back on tape and ready to roll. 

Before you start collecting accessories, get to 
know your camcorder — this means everyone likely 
to use it during the vacation. If you’ve had it 
awhile, you’re probably past this point. But if 
you're buying a camcorder just before a trip, take 
some time to put the machine through its paces. 
Read the manual, charge the battery, load a tape 
and start pushing buttons. Check out the view- 
finder legends, try some camera moves while audi- 
bly narrating the action, snap a sequence of very 
short scenes, then watch the tape you’ve made. If 
you're unhappy with the way it looks or how you 
sound, practice some more. Videotape is cheap 
and reusable.

Next, make sure the camcorder will be ac- 
cessible when it’s wanted. We know a cou- 
ple who drove 3,000 miles across the 
country for a vacation, but kept 
their camcorder packed with the 
luggage in the car’s trunk. They can 
describe their trip, but not play it. 
You'll want to do both, so find a carrying case flex- 
ible enough to hold the camcorder and essential 
accessories. Selecting a case is an important deci- 
sion because the case should do more than just 
contain equipment. It should be light enough to 
carry anywhere all day long, for example, and 
small enough to fit under an airline seat. Here are 
some other questions to consider: 

e Does the compartment that holds the cam- 
corder cushion it from other things in the bag? 

e Is access to the camcorder easy? Can you just 
reach in and grab it without setting the case down? 

e Will the top of the case stay closed without 
the latch or the zipper being fastened? 

e Is the carrying strap securely attached and 
padded where it’s likely to pass over a shoulder or 
around a waist? 

e Are there enough compartments to protect 
the accessories and still leave room for additions? 

e Does the case have all the features you want 
and not weigh more than the things going inside 
it? 

In general, you can go with either a hard case 
or a soft case. The hard case is not our choice 
mainly because the answers to many of the above

been so innovative in recent years that 
companies didn’t feel the need to bother 
with design,” says renowned industrial 
designer Morrison Cousins of the Cous- 
ins Design Group. ‘“‘That’s about to 
change.” Indeed, a new era of video de- 
sign is upon us, and the black boxes may 
never again look the same. The full visu- 
al and functional impact of the current 
design movement is expected to be felt 
over the next two years. And, say a 
range of product stylists engaged in vid- 
eo design, this is no artsy fad in which a 
new color or pattern is being slapped on 
the shell of yesterday’s TV set or VCR. 
The video design revolution will bring 
profound changes—new shapes, new 
styles, new functions and new modes of 
interaction. 

Designers are already hard at work 
on radical new packages to house video 
technology now available or just around 
the corner. TV sets without screen 
frames, compact-yet-uncluttered VCRs 















that are sim- 
ple to program, 
button-free remotes resemb- 
ling computer mouse controls — these 
and other projects are on the drawing 
boards at video design houses in Ameri- 
ca, Europe and Japan. Meanwhile, less 
revolutionary design changes are in- 
creasingly visible in products now com- 
ing on the market: Softer, more stylish 
shapes and smarter ergonomics charac- 
terize the new style. 

While video design has always taken 
a backseat to technology, video equip- 
ment manufacturers now recognize that 
the times are a-changing. Consumers 
are more sophisticated about design — 
whether in homes, cars or TV sets— 
than ever before. “Video companies are 
beginning to perceive design as a way to 
stand out from the pack,” says David 
Tompkins, longtime RCA designer who 
now heads the design center at Himont, 
a plastics corporation. ‘They see that

good design can provide the competitive 
edge.” 

And video companies are following 
in the footsteps of a number of other in- 
dustries which began several years ago 
to place more emphasis on design. 
Strange though it may seem, the suc- 
cesses of the Ford Taurus and Mazda 
Miata are affecting what your next TV 
or VCR may look like. “The modern 
look in video is definitely being influ- 
enced by the car industry — the rounded, 
aerodynamic design is being used in vid- 
eo because it looks friendlier,” says Aki 
Amanuma, vice president of Sony’s 
American design center. 

The Taurus/Miata effect can already 
be seen in many new VCRs and TV sets, 
which are quickly losing sharp corners in 
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favor of the new soft and round look. 
“Hard” colors are being softened, as 
well, with black melting to dark gray. 
The softening of video will continue to 
be the predominant cosmetic trend in 
the next couple of years, according to 
most designers. 

But look for style changes to go far 
beyond rounded edges. Designer Cous- 
ins says he’s seen the future face of video 
in the sketches of young designers —in- 
cluding those who compete in Sony’s an- 
nual student design contest. “These 
young people are interested in robust 
designs, with lots of personality. And 
video companies are ready to listen, be- 
cause they’re all anxious to begin mak- 
ing design statements. Some of those 
statements will be pretty bold.” |

Screens seem to offer unlimited ar- 
tistic possibilities. In Europe, designers 
are creating “fashion plates” that frame 
television screens with wild artistic pat- 
terns, including splashes of paint a la 
Jackson Pollack. Grundig showed sever- 
al such models at a recent Berlin video 
show. Conventional wisdom holds that 
Americans won’t go for such avant- 
garde concepts. Not true, say designers 
like Bill Plumb of Plumb, 
Pearson Inc. ‘Americans 
have become much more 
receptive to European- 
style design,” Plumb says, 
adding that the U.S.

The glass front on the screen curves 
sharply at the edges, then simply ends 
with no border. 

The Grundig set looks a bit space- 
age, but addresses an issue that TV de- 
signers are interested in — getting rid of, 
or at least minimizing, the frame around 
the TV picture. “A lot of new TV design 
is trying to get rid of the mask around 
the screen,” says Jon Stone of Bang & 
Olufsen. “That cuts down on distrac- 
tion, and creates the appearance of a 
small set when it’s turned off.” At Mit- 
subishi, a similar philosophy is at work: 
“With monitors, we’re striving to get rid 
of displays on the front panel...they dis- 
tract from the picture,” says Mitsubishi’s 
Leo Delaney. “We prefer to use the pic- 
ture tube to display information.” 

While streamlining the front of the 
TV, designers are also reshaping the 
sides and back. John Bocko, director of

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design for Philips in the U.S., says 
“there’s now a 360-degree approach to 
TV design. In the past, the only part 
considered important was the front of 
the TV, so it would look good on the 
store shelf. But in the Japanese market, 
TVs have always been designed to look 
good sitting in the middle of the 
floor...that look is now infiltrating the 
US? 

Bang & Olufsen is a leader in this 
area. Not only has the company intro- 
duced a model designed to look good 
from all angles, B&O’s MX 5000 fea- 
tures a motorized stand that changes the 
position and angle of the TV. The idea is 
to create a piece of electronic furniture 
that fits neatly in the room, whether it’s 
on or off. 

At Thomson Consumer Electronics 
(RCA, GE), the shape of future TV sets 
is taking dramatic new forms. The pro- 
totype versions of one nine-inch set fea- 
ture a modular design approach; the 
back of the set consists of a compact 
chassis encased in a “modular” back- 
pack, which could be paired with a large 
or small picture tube. The backpack is 
designed to include all operational con-

trols, leaving the set’s front panel clean 
and uncluttered. 

Another advanced RCA design cen- 
ters on a 20-inch monitor (also with 
streamlined chassis) which has cylindri- 
cal hi-fi speakers attached to the rear. 
Modular sets, which may be ready for in- 
troduction by 1992, are designed to be 
“more portable and more adaptable to 
placement in a small place,” says Thom- 
son design director Lou Lenzi. The sets 
feature a soft gray textured finish. “We 
think that look will be replacing the 
higher gloss blacks and the artificial 
woodgrains,” Lenzi says. 

According to Lenzi, the look will 
probably extend to consoles. Sketches of 
possible future designs show consoles 
that are lower and wider (to create a 
horizontal theater effect), with exteriors 
made from plastics or metals in soft col- 
ors. “Consoles will begin to look more 
like floorstanding table models,” accord- 
ing to Lenzi. 

The movement to alter television 
cabinetry involves other factors. B&O is 
offering TV set exteriors in five colors, 
venturing into an area of styling and 
cosmetics where television set makers

have gone before, with decidedly mixed 
results. Zenith, for instance, was one of 
several companies that offered sets in a 
variety of bright colors a few years ago. 
“They never caught on,” says a company 
spokesman. “I think the concern among 
purchasers has been that, if they change 
their wallpaper, they’re stuck with some- 
thing that doesn’t match.” 

There are indeed risks involved with 
using color in video design—as Cousins 
points out, young designers would like to 
bring color in, but buyers of video equip- 
ment tend to be more conservative. 
“People still think of video equipment as 
furniture, which affects their attitude to- 
ward color more than form,” Cousins 
says. “Fashionable colors would have to 
be used carefully — on details — because 
the overall design must be able to fit in 
with a wide variety of furniture. Look 
for computer colors —ivory, tan and so 
on—to become more popular.” 

The computer influence on video 
will go far beyond color, according to 
major designers, who see the integration 
of computer and video technology as a 
major shaping force in the years ahead. 
The latest designs coming out of the 
Patton Design Group labs depict a new 
breed of video monitor which will serve 
a number of functions — entertainment

medium, communications tool, even 
work of art. 

Working with Apple Computer de- 
sign manager Jim Stewart, Patton has 
created visual mock-ups of a video mon- 
itor dubbed the Translator, which re- 
sembles a large floorstanding, frameless 
piece of glass when turned off. When 
turned on, the LCD screen would work 
with a connecting “power pillar” con- 
taining a stack of video and audio 
discs. 

Using voice command, the user 
would determine which of the loaded 
discs would be played; one disc might 
contain images of paintings or breath- 
taking views, which could be left on the 
screen when there was no movie to be 
watched. The same screen would also be 
hooked to a computer and telecon- 
ferencing system. “The idea is to bring it 
all together into one system— you'll be 
able to do anything on one screen,” says 
Patton. 

And there will be smaller versions of 
the screen, known as “pads,” which can 
be carried around and docked in various 
stations (called “‘peds”) around the 
house, in the car or at the office. The 
mini-screen can even be made to dock 
into the arm of a chair; the “Com-chair 
arm screen” then swivels open and rests 
in front of the chair, much like an old- 
fashioned school desk. 

“The merging of computer design 
and video design is probably only a cou- 
ple of years away,” says designer Bill 
Plumb. At that point, designers will 
have a whole new set of options. “The 
video screen may fill an entire wall, and 
may give you a view of the Alps when 
you're not watching a video.” 





The Patton designs show high tech 
screens in a very clean and simple pack- 
age; there are few buttons or readouts. 
“That will be the trend in video in the 
years ahead,” Patton says. “The indus- 
trial high tech look is rapidly becoming 
outdated. We'll be moving toward tech- 
no-minimalism.” 

It’s already happening with VCRs as 
manufacturers struggle to find ways to 
simplify a product considered too com- 
plicated by many consumers. “If there’s 
one single product about which I’ve 
heard the most complaints of over- 
complicated design, it’s got to be the 
VCR,” says Cousins. 

Simplification isn’t so simple —VCR 
owners do, after all, like most of those 
little features that lead to complications. 
Still, designers say there are ways to 
clean them up without eliminating user 
benefits. Leo Delaney of Mitsubishi sug- 
gests “simple things, such as better illu- 
mination and more differentiation of 
function buttons.” 

Many VCRs now on the market fea- 
ture sub-panel controls that are crowded 
together, in similar shapes and sizes, 
with no illumination—“they become al- 
most impossible to operate without a 
flashlight,” Delaney points out. Sim- 
ilarly, identical power and eject buttons 
are often placed next to each other, fre- 
quently leading users to turn VCRs off 
when they intended to eject a cassette, 
and vice versa. Delaney says clearly dis- 
tinguishable “smart” buttons are needed 
to rectify the problems. 

Designers are also working to sim- 
plify displays on VCRs, many of which 
offer too much information spread 
across almost the entire width of the 





front panel. 

In trying to clean up VCR front pan- 
els, attempts have been made to hide as 
many functions as possible; many VCRs 
designed for the Japanese market hide 
the cassette door itself behind a panel. 
But while there’s room to hide functions 
on the component, hiding them on the 
remote, where space is at a premium, is 
another matter. 

In fact, simplifying remote controls is 
one of the toughest challenges facing 
video designers today. To reduce the 
number of buttons, designers are focus- 
ing on “macro-operation” by incorporat- 
ing more than one function into one 
button. 

Still, there’s only so much melding of 
functions possible; many designers feel 
the real solution is to remove functions 
from the remote and nest them in on- 
screen menus, leaving only basic func- 
tions such as stop/play/rewind on the re- 
mote. Mitsubishi's Pen Remote is an 
example of such streamlining. “The Pen 
Remote represents the minimal amount 
of information needed to get the job 
done,” says Patton, who designed the 
piece. “We think that’s the trend in re- 
mote design.” 

Patton and others say they won’t be 
satisfied until the remote becomes a 
one-button mouse. “A remote mouse is 
definitely on the way,” Patton says. “It’s 
insane to think someone can operate a 
computer with one button but needs 58 
buttons to operate an A/V system.” In- 
deed, at last year’s Berlin audio/video 
fair, two firms showed one-button re- 
mote prototypes. 

There is, however, a downside to re-

Garrett 
Brown can. Now he’s promis- 
ing to do the same for home 
videos. 

Brown is the inventor of 
the Steadicam, an ingenious 
device that lets hand-held 
movie cameras duplicate the 
fluid energy, grace and power 
of complex crane and dolly 
shots. After spending a decade as an Os- 
car- and Emmy-winning Steadicam op- 
erator, Brown has devised a way to 
downsize the Steadicam to give small 
camcorders the same freedom of action. 

The Steadicam JR (as in “jay are,” 
not “junior”) is an unusual-looking de- 
vice that can be used in folded and un- 
folded positions. The top serves as a 
platform for 8mm, Hi8 or Compact VHS 
camcorders. A long arm that hangs be- 
neath the platform ends in a battery 
compartment, which serves as a coun- 
terweight to balance the mass of the 
camcorder. A black & white LCD moni- 
tor, which acts as a viewfinder, rests in a 
joint in the center of the arm. All of it 
balances gracefully on a unique “inter- 
gimballed” joint directly above a simple 
pistol grip. 

In use, the camcorder seems to float 
in the air, isolated from an operator’s 
movements and imparting to amateur 
videos the smooth motions previously 
available only to pro cinematographers. 
The results are, as Brown describes 
them, “fairly amazing.” 

Learning to use the Steadicam JR 
takes a little time, and it’s not for every- 
one, or even everyday use, but the end 
product — great looking video — may 
change people’s perception about the 
usefulness of little camcorders. It ad- 
dresses one of the chief complaints 
about them—that they are so light 
they’re hard to hold still. The Steadicam 
JR also has the potential to give tiny 
camcorders a new advantage over full- 
size VHS models, which are too heavy 
to accept Brown’s invention. 

Two years ago, several video com- 
panies introduced camcorders with elec- 
tronic anti-jiggle systems. Tiny motors 
surrounding the lens moved the lens to 
partially counteract the effect of un-

steady shooting. They worked 
well, but not nearly as dra- 
matically as the Steadicam 
JR, and were only available 
on a handful of full-size mod- 
els. The original Steadicam 
was designed for 35mm film 
cameras. It weighed about 90 
pounds and strapped onto the 
operator like a vest. Although 
a great success, it was more 
even than most professional 
photographers could handle 
and, at $40,000, more than most could 
afford. The Steadicam JR weighs about 
two pounds and is priced at $579. 

However, the JR is a true descen- 
dant of Brown's original invention. Like 
its predecessor, the Steadicam JR relies 
on a mounting platform that is isolated 
from the photographer’s movements. 
Framing and viewfinding are performed 
with the external video monitor, in this 
case a four-inch LCD with proprietary 
“transflexive” coatings that protect the 
image from washing out in bright sun- 
light. (The monitor is almost identical 
to that used in a third, much more ex- 
pensive Steadicam designed for profes- 
sional Betacam videographers.) 

The Steadicam JR floats and seem- 
ingly flies about its subjects, enabling 
surprisingly smooth pans, tilts and other 
mobile camera shots. It doesn’t just take

the “shake” out of a stationary, hand- 
held, zoomed-in shot like some recent 
electronically stabilized camcorders. It 
opens the world of professional cine- 
matographic motion to amateur videog- 
raphers. 

In a second configuration, the JR 
folds into a shoulder rest. This gives the 
owner of an 8mm or VHS-C camcorder 
the stability familiar to owners of larger 
camcorders. However, in this mode, the 
JR does not offer the motion-damping 
smoothness it has when “flying.” 

One caveat, lest anyone think the 
Steadicam JR can instantly transform a 
poor, shaky videographer into a rock- 
steady professional. The device requires 
a thorough understanding of the princi- 
ples of balance and mechanical isolation 
on which it is based. And learning how 
to use it, followed by much practice, is 
required. 

Thankfully, a one-hour training vid- 
eo, hosted by Brown, comes with the JR. 
Brown is a master of the Steadicam, 
having begun development on it almost 
20 years ago while producing film seg- 
ments for advertisements. “I come from 
a long line of Victorian inventors and 
engineers,” says Brown. “It’s in the 
blood. My father has half a dozen pat- 
ents. He invented the stuff that binds 
paperback books. I always did film rigs 
and special effects, and I always loved 
smooth camera movement — the Holly- 
wood kind of shooting that required 
enormous cranes and rails.” 

Brown started experimenting in 
1971. After three years, he came up with 
a satisfying prototype. “At that point,” 
he recalls, “I was so in debt from devel- 
oping the Steadicam that I had to sell 
it.” Cinema Products, which picked up 
the license, spent another 18 months de- 
veloping it and released it in 1976. 
Meanwhile, Brown used the prototype 
to start shooting movies. 


OSCAR BOUND 

Haskell Wexler, the cinematogra- 
pher on George Lucas’ American Graffiti 
and director of Medium Cool, a ’60s cult 
hit, saw the Steadicam at Cinema Prod- 
ucts’ office. He suggested using it on a 
feature he was about to shoot, Hal Ash- 
by’s Bound for Glory, in which actor 
David Carradine portrays American folk

“The scene that caught people’s at- 
tention,” says Brown, “was the one in 
which Carradine wakes up in the morn- 
ing and walks through a migrant camp, 
past 900 extras. I rode down into the 
scene on a Chapman crane, stepped to 
the ground and followed Carradine as he 
got off a pickup truck. That type of shot 
has become legion since. It’s a tricky bit 
of business because if you leave the 
crane before someone else counter- 
balances it, it becomes a catapult.” 











Bound for Glory won Oscars for 
Wexler, Brown and Cinema Products. It 
also opened the doors for Brown to cre- 
ate some of the most memorable shots in 
modern movie history. Brown has used 
the Steadicam on almost 200 features, 
with scenes that include the famous run 
up the steps of the Philadelphia Art Mu- 
seum in Rocky and Jack Nicholson’s 
crazed pursuit of his son in the snowy 
maze of Stanley Kubrick’s The Shining. 

One of the most famous Steadicam 
shots doesn’t even look like one. For 
George Lucas’ Return of the Jedi, Brown 
walked through a redwood forest with 
the camera cranking at a slow speed. 

When projected at a normal frame rate, 

with images of Empire soldiers atop fly- 
ing bike props matted over it, the shot 
looks like a daring low-altitude flight 
through the tree trunks. 

“T was the operator on all the carly 
films,” Brown claims, since for a time 
there was only one Steadicam. Gradu- 
ally, other Steadicams and other people 
came along. And Brown trained almost 
all of them. “We have a professional as- 
sociation of 170 Steadicam operators. 
They're kind of the cowboys of the cam- 
era departments.” 

Brown started working on the Stead- 
icam JR, which has the potential to pro- 
duce a few thousand more, in 1987. 
“First I tried to shrink the big Stead- 
icam. That was a disaster. Camcorders 
are smaller, but operators aren’t, and 
their hands aren't. So you can’t just 
scale the thing down.” It required an- 
other invention, Brown's inter-gimballed 
handle. 

The handle is basically a ball joint 
atop which the Steadicam platform, 
monitor and counterbalance ride. Two 
trimming knobs on the platform let users 
precisely adjust placement of the cam- 
corder. In practice, a videographer grips 
the JR with one hand and controls its di- 
rection and movement with two fingers 
of the other. Shots are framed by looking 
at the LCD monitor, above which an 
oil-filled bubble indicator, like those on 
a carpenter's level, shows whether the 
camcorder is aligned with the horizon. 


SHOOTING ON THE RUN

“The 
camera can be ahead of you or behind 
you or reach through a group of people. 
Since you're holding it in your hand, 
people feel safer when you’re around. 

“Tf you have one eye covered, people 
shy away because they know instinc- 
tively that you may bump into them or 
stumble. It’s a friendly device because 
both your eyes are uncovered. You are 
there as a person, face to face.” 

Not to be forgotten in the Steadicam 
JR package is a little bonus—a tiny fill 
light powered by the batteries that run 
the monitor. It’s called an Obie, after ac-

tress Merle Oberon, for whom this type 
of light was developed. The advantage 
of using an Obie instead of a conven- 
tional video light is that it perfectly

While it’s easy to learn how to use the Steadicam JR, it 
takes practice to master the new way of shooting that 
suddenly becomes possible. Here are some tips from Gar- 
rett Brown on how best to tackle the Steadicam 
challenge. (For more shooting hints, sce “Tips from Top 
Pros” elsewhere in this issue.) 

e Attach the camcorder. and adjust the trim dials to 
balance the Steadicam’s counterweight. This takes a 
while the first time you do it, but proper balance elimi- 
nates a natural tendency of the counterweight to swing 
or roll on the horizon. 

e Use both hands together to control the Stead- 
icam—one to grip it and one to guide the motion. This 
essential technique lets you move the camcorder as 
quickly or slowly as you like. 

e Don’t let the Steadicam drift aimlessly like a guppy 
in a tank. Plan your shots and then think ahead. Once 
you have an idea of what you want a shot to look like, 
start moving the Steadicam a little before the shot will 
start and mentally prepare to end before the shot does. 

e Learn how to do nothing. If you like the way a shot 
is working out, leave it alone. This means restraining 
your guiding hand from slightly or inadvertently applying 
force. 

e Concentrate on three things: the image within your 
frame, the camera level, and navigating the camcorder. 
Where are you going? What’s next? Are there obstacles 
to overcome? As you master this technique, you'll feel 
the experience of shooting with a camcorder gradually 
become more exhilarating. —TO 











pabilities of CCD camcorders, says 
Brown. Standard video lights, he says, 
tend to be too bright. Because of this 
they disturb the balance between sub- 
ject and background when automatic 
gain controls take over. The gentler, fil- 
tered Obie brings out an individual’s fea- 
tures when they’re set against a bright 
background. 

The JR also includes a small toggle 
switch on the balance arm. The switch 
overrides a camcorder’s record/pause 
button so that the hand operating the 
Steadicam can easily start and halt indi- 
vidual shots. The switch works with all 
camcorders except Sony’s, which use a 
complex digital control system instead 
of simple on/off switches. Brown says 
Cinema Products is trying to solve this 
problem. 

The Steadicam JR comes with ev- 
erything it needs to operate: four C bat- 
teries, cables to attach the monitor and 
the Obie light to the camcorder, and the 
instruction tape. 

It’s difficult to remain immune from 
the enthusiasm Brown shows for his lat- 
est invention. “It’s intoxicating to shoot 
with because it’s so radical,” he says. 
“Tt’s so different from what the average 
person is used to. The only way to de- 
scribe what using it is like is to compare 
it to what happens in professional Stead- 
icam workshops. You see these euphoric 
looks on people's faces when they begin 
to get this—when they feel the power 
they suddenly have in their hands.”

Field of Dreams

Most fantasy films fail before they 
ever really get started, wasting our time 
with false emotion and painful cliches. 
But Phil Alden Robinson’s remarkable 
Field of Dreams manages to avoid these 
ever-present pitfalls. It explores its po- 
tentially sappy themes — forgiveness, re- 
demption and learning to come to terms 
with the past—with grace and aplomb. 
It tugs on a few heartstrings, but ever so 
gently, and never without purpose or for 
the sake of sentimentality. 

With its endless stream of implausi- 
ble plot turns, Field of Dreams might 
have fallen apart at almost any time. 
Farmer Ray Kinsella (Costner) hears a 
disembodied voice in his Iowa cornfield: 
“Tf you build it, he will come.” Ray soon 








believes it’s a baseball diamond he’s sup- 
posed to build, so that Shoeless Joe Jack- 
son—the brilliant (and long dead) 
outfielder from the disgraced 1919 Chi- 
cago “Black Sox” team, suspended from 
baseball for allegedly agreeing to throw 
the World Series — can somehow return 
to play the game he loved. 

Things only get more complicated 
when Ray’s fantasy comes true. Sacrific- 
ing part of his crop for the diamond puts 
Ray in danger of losing the farm. Mean- 
while, another message from the fields 
inspires Ray to travel to Boston in 
search of Terence Mann (James Earl 
Jones), a former political activist and 
writer who has given up all hope along 
with his status as a public figure. After 
picking up another ex-ballplayer, “Doc” 
Graham (Burt Lancaster), our heroes re- 
turn to Iowa for a baseball game that 
clears up many of the film’s mysteries 
and illuminates all its themes. 

Though the plot sounds silly and 
convoluted on paper, Robinson’s cogent

script (adapted from W.P. Kinsella’s nov- 
el, Shoeless Joe) and seamless direction 
make it work perfectly on screen. Unlike 
other films of its type —including any 
number of Steven Spielberg produc- 
tions — it refuses to revel in its own sense 
of wonder, to stop and marvel at its own 
achievements. It succeeds on a purely 
emotional level because it is utterly un- 
self-conscious. Humor, not pathos, pro- 
pels the story. 

Field of Dreams also relies heavily on 
its wonderful cast. James Earl Jones was 
born to play the brilliant but embittered 
recluse, and Amy Madigan is clearly in 
her element as Ray’s understanding wife 
and lIowa’s resident free spirit. Even the 
ubiquitous Kevin Costner shines here as 
never before, alternately overwhelmed 
and resolute as the beleaguered Ray. De- 
spite all its attributes, the movie seems 
more than the sum of its parts. Because 
its heart is in the right place—and not 
on its sleeve — Field of Dreams hits home.

hat crooked mouth...those sleepy 

eyes...her edgy voice.... Ellen Barkin 

would have been deemed too offbeat 

for stardom a few decades ago, but 
today she’s one of the screen’s hottest 
performers. Given the right vehicle, any- 
way: In the scary romantic thriller Sea of 
Love, Barkin parlays a little body lan- 
guage and a few sultry phrases into an 
unsettling portrayal of a woman who 
may be a homicidal psychotic. 

Though Barkin’s charisma gives the 
film its charge, Sea is ostensibly Al 
Pacino’s show. Playing divorced New 
York City police detective Frank Keller, 
he betrays the damage of 20 years on the 
force, practically staggering from scene 
to scene in a depressed alcoholic haze. 
On the trail of a killer who chooses vic- 
tims from the classifieds of a singles mag- 
azine, Keller falls into a torrid affair with 
Helen (Barkin), one of his prime sus- 
pects. While this alluring blonde may 
well be the “doer,” in police lingo, the 
cop ignores the warning signs. For the 
first time in years, he feels alive. 

A weary demeanor and lethargic de- 
livery make Pacino a convincing burn- 


out, even if his semi-articulate man- 


nerisms verge on self-parody. For better 
or worse, he’s sometimes overwhelmed 
by Barkin, whose ravenous sexuality 
heightens the aura of danger. Amiable 
John Goodman, as Keller’s sidekick,

plays nicely off the somnolent leading 
man. 

But Richard Price’s script sports seri- 
ous holes. Keller’s reluctance to face the 
truth about his lover becomes more im- 
plausible as evidence against her 
mounts; the killer’s identity turns out to 
be a cheat as well. Still, director Harold 
Becker and crew excel in bringing a 
sense of menace to the familiar, from a 
casual kiss to the dreamy ’59 hit that 


at collectible prices, so it should come 
as no surprise that Paramount is be- 
hind the astonishing five-format/ 
seven-version release of Indiana Jones 
and the Last Crusade. Because this 
constitutes the first Super VHS re- 
lease of a major motion picture at a 
“sell through” price — and because 
S-VHS seems the most likely suc- 
cessor to VHS as the rental medium 
of choice —we have decided to focus 
on these two formats for review.

supplies the film’s title. Sea of Love is no 
masterpiece, but it’s effective. 

Barkin and a slew of other talents 
are wasted in Johnny Handsome, Walter 
Hill's awkward attempt at a dark char- 
acter study. Mickey Rourke, in yet an- 
other seedy part, plays the title role of a 
disfigured criminal only slightly less hid- 
eous than the Elephant Man. Taking the 
fall for his partners in a robbery, Johnny 
ends up in the custody of a surgeon (For- 
est Whitaker) who gives him a new, nor- 
mal face —the better to exact revenge 
from his betrayers once he’s out of jail. 

Rourke’s catatonic presence sabo- 
tages any hope of a good sleazy crime 
melodrama. His John Sedley remains 
cool and enigmatic before and after the 
transformation; there’s little hint of 
pleasure or pain, making it difficult to 
respond on any level. The supporting 
players at least blow off steam. Trusty 
Morgan Freeman plays a skeptical cop 
with his usual flair; Elizabeth McGovern 
projects drab sincerity as Johnny's only 
friend. Barkin and Lance Henriksen pull 
out all the stops as double-crossing bad 
guys, cursing, snarling and committing 
acts of casual brutality with cartoon 
gusto. Too bad their manic treachery 
clashes so severely with Rourke’s drab 
persona. Add erratic pacing and abrupt 
editing, and you’ve got a case of failed 
trash. Trash must be the last thing on

reaking In made a shockingly quick 

exit from theaters last fall —audi- 

ences apparently weren't prepared 

for a caper flick without stupid cops, 
car chases or high technology. They cer- 
tainly weren't ready for Burt Reynolds’ 
crisp, quiet performance — his best in a 
decade —as Ernie, an aging safecracker. 
One night, Ernie’s about to attack a wall 
safe when he’s interrupted by young 
Mike (Casey Siemaszko), who’s broken 
into the same house for the heck of it. 
Recognizing a kindred soul, Ernie makes 
Mike his apprentice. 

John Sayles’ script had obvious ap- 
peal for director Bill Forsyth (Local 
Hero, Housekeeping), who likes uncon- 
ventional characters. The movie excels 
in delineating the odd father-son rela- 
tionship as well as its basic conflict — Er- 
nie, obsessed with security, doesn’t want 
to attract attention, while Mike wants 
to spend his money on a big apartment, 
a big car, and a pretty, not-too-bright 
prostitute. 

Siemaszko is terrific, and Forysth 
loads the film with the little human 
quirks that make his best movies fly. But 
Breaking In’s greatest asset is Reynolds,

whether he’s in action or just giving life 
lessons. The gleam in his eyes when he 
talks about a huge old safe, his personal 


Great White Whale, tells us that the 
Mike in him has never died. 

The astonishing High Hopes centers 
around Cyril and Shirley, a scruffy, lik- 
able pair of London unmarrieds trying to 
get by. Cyril is a leftist who believes in 
the need for revolution but sees little 
chance of it happening. Shirley has a 
cactus named Thatcher, whose image 
also adorns the dartboard.

Lately, their hopes have taken a bat- 
tering. Cyril’s mom is suffering from Alz- 
heimer’s disease. A pair of infantile yup- 
pies has gentrified the house next 
door. (He-yuppie: “What made this 
country great is a place for everyone and 
everyone in his place—and this is my 
place.”) Cyril’s sister, married to a crude, 
shady accountant, redefines the words 
“selfish” and “airhead.” 

In showing how the British class sys- 
tem has reshaped itself under Thatcher 
(not for the better), writer/director Mike 
Leigh makes his characters serve equally 
well as people and symbols. The spaces 
in which they live are sharply observed 
and funny in themselves. And when 
Mom locks herself out, or a free-for-all 
erupts at her birthday party, Leigh takes 
us to the limit of comic horror. 

Shirley Valentine, the tale of an En- 


glish housewife’s personal liberation, 
seems tame after High Hopes. Shirley is 
resigned to the routine of married mid- 
dle age until a friend wins a Greek vaca- 
tion and invites her along. Friends and 
family are scandalized, first that she 
would go on holiday without her stuffy 
husband, and again when she stays. 


Pauline Collins, who created the 
role of Willy Russell’s play, is convincing 
and winning. But there may not be 
enough of Collins, who on stage was the 
only character. The film’s clumsy intro- 
duction, by Lewis Gilbert (who previ- 
ously adapted Russell’s Educating Rita), 
loses more in spoken descriptions than it 
gains in pictures, and the star is made to 
look superior to nearly every supporting 
character. 

The Big Picture sometimes gets lost in

isitors from outer and inner space 

are beckoning on video this month, 

waiting to take viewers to bizarre 

underwater realms, to an ecologi- 
cally devastated future, through the 
time stream and inside a flying saucer. 
For the most part, these mind-blowing 
voyages are worth at least the price of a 
video rental. 

Set two-and-a-half miles below the 
sea, The Abyss begins as an unfathom- 
able force disables the U.S.S. Montana, 
sending the nuclear sub to the edge of a 
bottomless chasm. Deepcore, an under- 
sea drilling platform commanded by 
“Bud” Brigman (Ed Harris), imme- 
diately comes to the rescue. Overseeing 
the oil workers’ perilous mission is a 
team of Navy SEALS and a self-pro- 
fessed “cast-iron bitch” named Lindsay 
(Mary Elizabeth Mastrantonio) who’s 
also Bud’s reluctant wife. Using sophisti- 
cated diving equipment (and plenty of 
wisecracks) the Deepcore crew locates 
the Montana. But a hurricane wreaks 
havoc on Deepcore, making it only a 
matter of time before shattering water 
pressure, lack of air, and a psychotic vil- 
lain send our heroes into the abyss — and 
reveal its fantastic mystery. 

Hardware-obsessed as ever, director 
James Cameron has made The Abyss a 
technological marvel. Shooting his gi- 
gantic devices inside a water-filled nu- 
clear reactor cooling tower while 
recording dialogue through the water, 
Cameron manages to dazzle without

rendering the film emotionally cold. 
There’s a new (and welcome) human in- 
tensity to his pressure-cooker technique. 

Cameron’s nerve-wracked pacing 
surpasses that of his other films, includ- 
ing Aliens and The Terminator. And 
there’s a real sense of exploring the un- 
known, as Deepcore eerily skims over 
the Montana’s hull, or as Bud, fitted 
with a deep dive suit and breathing flu- 
id, makes a 200I-like descent into the 
pit. However, it’s a near-drowning that 
provides the film’s most emotional mo- 
ment.

break down as the water rises, proving 
that love makes for the best special ef- 
fects. 

For all its attempted scope, Slip- 
stream has little going for it other than 
production design. Supersonic winds, 
which have blown away the earth’s sur- 
face, are used by a ruthless lawman 
(Mark Hammill) and a roguish bounty 
hunter (Bill Paxton) to capture a wan- 
dering android. The flying sequences, in 
which sleek gliders pass over verdant 
canyons and cave dwellings, are magical 
at first, but the sets and gorgeous pho- 
tography lose their appeal as it becomes 
obvious the film will never arrive at a 
plot. 

Slipstream is loaded with cobwebbed 
stock elements, among them a Han 
Solo-ish hero, a female villain who ulti- 
mately falls for him and a tin man who 
spouts half-baked Kenobi-isms while 
healing sick children and looking for a 
heart. Blame this sci-fi mess on Star 
Wars producer Gary Kurtz, who’s at- 
tempted to base an epic on nothing but 
hot air. Only Hammill develops any mo- 
mentum. He’s magnetically nasty, but 
disappears for nearly all of the film’s sec- 
ond half. It’s just one of Slipstream’s 
many wastes of talent, and the most un- 
forgivable. 

Perhaps Hammill was kidnapped by 
time travelers, a fate that befalls plane- 
crash victims in Millennium. While in- 
vestigating the remains of a DC-10, Bill

Brian DePalma’s mind these days. Hav- 
ing gone respectable with The Untouch- 
ables, he plunges headlong into the grisly 
world of Vietnam War atrocities for Cas- 
ualties of War. Based on an actual inci- 
dent, this grim saga recounts the 
kidnapping, rape and murder of a young 
Vietnamese girl by American soldiers. 

Anyone who still remembers De- 
Palma for Carrie or Body Double will be 
amazed at the director's restraint. For all 
the inherent violence of the story, he de- 
tails the events without excessive fan- 
fare, keeping such trademarks as roman- 
tic music and camera gimmickry to a 
minimum. Instead, DePalma trusts his 
cast —and therein lies the problem. 
Bless his soul for stretching, Michael J. 
Fox tries hard as the decent soldier out- 
raged by his buddies’ actions, but he 
seems too lightweight for the task. Sean 
Penn, meanwhile, gives 110 percent, ab- 
surdly overplaying the part of the ring- 
leader sergeant like a comedian spoofing 
young Marlon Brando. Although Casu- 
alties of War handles its sad subject with 
startling sensitivity, in the end it’s

strangely uninvolving. 

The hilariously dreadful Heart of 
Dixie illustrates just how much worse 
things can get.

this time he has more than the usual 
tuthless Nazis to contend with. He has 
to simultaneously wrest his kidnapped 
archaeologist father (Sean Connery) 
from their grasp and come to terms with 
the comically cranky old man. 

Before the shattering final frames 
unreel, many questions are answered: 
How did Indie get his Stetson? How 
many Germans can Indie blow away in 
one movie? What’s the right way to ask 
Hitler for an autograph? Can a blonde 
Nazi (Alison Doody) tempt the guys 
from their quest? And finally, what do 
you say to a gal who, in the midst of a 
lip-sucking clinch, says things like “Zets 
how Austrians say goodbye”? 

I pondered all this while watching 
the tapes on a Zenith VRE550HF 
S-VHS VCR connected to the Y/C in- 
put of a 25-inch Sony PVM-2530 XBR 
Pro, with audio going through a Pioneer 
VSX-9500S audio/video receiver that 
includes five-channel Dolby Pro Logic 
surround sound. This is just the kind of 
mercilessly accurate equipment the pro- 
gramming industry dreads. 

I wasn’t surprised that the color 
looked similar in both versions, or that 
the S-VHS tape appeared much sharper, 
despite the reduction in height (and res- 
olution) inherent in letterboxing. What 
startled me was the S-VHS tape’s rela- 
tive lack of noise. On the whole, Indie’s 
Last Crusade looks more impressive than 
the demonstration tapes hardware man- 
ufacturers use to showcase their S-VHS 
VCRs. 

The tape opens with a Diet Coke 
commercial. It might be a parody of the 
movie, but I’m not sure, because I did 
what all good Americans do in this situ- 
ation: I went to the kitchen. When I got 
back, an onscreen notice was informing 
my empty chair about letterboxing. 

Despite his reported aversion to 
panned-and-scanned video releases, 
Spielberg hedges his bets when compos- 
ing wide-screen images, rarely straying 
outside the sweet spot in the screen’s 
center for more than a second. The sur- 
round soundtrack is heavily and often 
deafeningly used. 

Last Crusade is in every sense a tech- 
nological phenomenon in the tradition 
of Connery’s Bond and Lucas’ Star Wars. 
It’s quality entertainment more than 
great art. But on these terms, it succeeds 
handsomely. —Mark Fleischmann 
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itself, though it is often very funny. Kev- 
in Bacon plays Nick Chapman, a gifted 
film student who gets a chance to make 
a Hollywood movie. Film school, how- 





ever, didn’t teach him how to deal with 
would-be actresses, two-faced agents, 
market research and egotistical studio 
executives. After a while there isn’t 


much left of Nick’s arty original concept, 


or of Nick. 

Christopher Guest’s directorial de- 
but is very good as long as it sticks to its 
main issue —how the system mitigates 
against original movies. Guest has a 
good eye and ear for the pretensions of 
the industry's fakes and flakes, throws in 
some wicked parodies of bad student 
filmmaking and Hollywood interior dec- 
oration, and uses enough “in” jokes to 
fill a film encyclopedia. 

To enjoy them you have to get past 
the story of Nick’s personal fall and re- 
demption, which belongs in another 
movie, and his fantasies, which don’t be- 
long in any movie. (If our review copy is 
any indication, you may also have to 
cope with a grainy transfer.) 

Guest, who quotes Frank Capra 
both verbally and visually, may have let 


himself fall victim to the process he de- | 
scribes. Still, it’s hard not to like a movie | 
where a director is informed that he | 
can't make a movie in black & white be- | 
cause “the projectors are all in color.” » 
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Smith (Kris Kristofferson) finds a bizarre 
in-flight recording and a strange metal | 


device. With the convoluted logic typi- 
cal of time-travel movies, it’s revealed 
that the gadget is from 1,000 years in the 


future, where an industrial wasteland’s | 


overlords refresh their workforce by re- 
placing disaster-bound passengers with 
ready-made corpses. It’s up to woman 
warrior Louise Baltimore (Cheryl Ladd) 
to get the device back by romancing Bill, 
who oddly knows her from before. 
Millennium’s effects may look a little 
cheap, and its acting may be way over 
the top, but there’s something zanily ro- 


mantic about a crash investigator who | 


would destroy the future for love. 
Millennium rises to the exclusive B-mov- 


ie plateau of goofy high-mindedness and | 


unintentional humor. 


The relatively level-headed Com- | 
munion makes a trip aboard an alien | 
spacecraft seem chillingly plausible. Au- | 
thor Whitley Streiber (Christopher | 
Walken) has nightmares in which he’s | 
kidnapped and tortured by little blue | 
men.

and set, counter on/off, reset, memory, 
an interval timer and a self-timer, plus 
slide switches for edit mode and SP/EP. 
The viewfinder is hinged on a short 
arm, which in turn is hinged to the top 
of the body, so it can lock in a forward or 
rearward position with the viewing hood 
extended two inches past the rear panel. 
It can also be left in any tilted position. 
The battery slides into slots on the 
right side and becomes part of the hand- 
grip, with the front loop of the strap 
serving as a lock for the battery. At the 





rear of the handgrip is a bulge with jacks 
for a wired remote, an earphone and au- 
dio/video out. The underside of the 
bulge has a tracking control. 

In front of the handgrip are jacks for 
an external mic and DC in. There is no 
autofocus window, since the focusing 
mechanism gets its information from the 
image sensor by phase detection. 


Operation. Because white balance, 
iris and autofocus switch to locked posi- 
tions instead of manual modes, the Se- 
ties-C 50 behaves a bit differently from 
most camcorders. Auto exposure lock 
prevents the iris from changing until the 
locking feature is switched off. White 
balance lock is similar—a user must 








have a correctly color-balanced scene on 


which to lock it. This is very important 
when the camcorder experiences differ- 
ent lighting conditions than the subject, 
as in shooting an indoor scene through a 
window. 

The zoom rocker becomes a pow- 
ered focus adjustment when the AF is 
switched off. Since the zoom no longer 
functions, the user must make an ap- 
proximate zoom setting before switching 
off the autofocus. Auto fade is to white 
rather than the more common black. 

The date and time stamp works 
much like an electronic watch, using 
buttons on the top panel. The date/time 
button on the left side determines

whether time, date or both imprint on a 
tape. 

Two unusual controls are an interval 
timer and a self-timer. Interval allows 
automatic 1.5-second recording bursts at 
intervals of ten, 30 or 60 seconds. The 
self-timer starts recording ten seconds 
after a user presses the button, recording 
either a 15-second burst or continuously. 
Another rare feature, continuous focus 
down to the surface of the lens, makes it 
easy to transfer slides to tape with the 
optional slide holder, and to take close- 
ups of small objects. 

The camcorder’s audio and video 
dub and flying erase head let a user 
change the audio or video portions of a 
recording. We missed any provision for 
audio/video input, but were pleased with 
the sync dub feature, which lets a user 
release pause on a dubbing recorder with 
the pause button on the camcorder. 

A wide range of optional accessories 
makes shooting in a variety of situations 
easy. Conveniences like the rain jacket 
are unusual. One set of accessory lenses 
lets a user extend tele- and wide-angle 
ranges by 1.5x and 0.65x, respectively. 
Another set extends the tele range by 2x 
and the wide-angle range by 0.5x. 

The unusual locks on the auto 
mechanism, instead of conventional 
manual options, are a bit restrictive, but 
simple to use. Overall ease of operation 
is good to very good. 

Performance. The Series C-51 de- 
livers horizontal resolution of 240 lines 
with an unweighted video signal-to- 
noise ratio of 39.4 decibels at SP and 
40.1 dB at EP. It delivers a weighted vid- 
eo S/N of 48.2 dB at SP and 48.4 dB at 
EP. The chroma AM S/N is 44.1 dB at 
SP and 31.6 dB at EP, while the chroma 
| PM S/N is 37.6 dB at SP and 27.4 dB at 
EP. These results are unusual because 
the video S/N is better at EP than at SP. 
Picture quality is good compared to oth- 
er VHS-C camcorders. 

Audio quality is good for a VHS 
mono linear track machine. It has a -3 
dB frequency response of 100 Hertz to 10 
kilohertz at SP and 100 Hz to 4 kHz at 
EP. The audio S/N is 42.2 dB and the to- 
tal harmonic distortion is 1.5 percent. 

Conclusion. Additional features 
make the Series-C 51 camcorder more 
desirable than the Series-C 50 it re- 
places. However, it is not Super VHS, 
the auto lock features can be limiting 
and a number of the fancier features 
high-priced camcorders possess are 
omitted. Its varied optional accessories 
are a big plus. At a suggested price of 
$1,220 it is less expensive than many 
other camcorders. Price plus an overall 
rating of good to very good make it a 
good value. If a VHS-C camcorder is 
your choice, this is worth considering. =

Tripods with a twist 


When shooting with a tripod on uneven 
ground, adjust the tripod legs to three 
different lengths, the longest one a few 
inches longer than the shortest.

The com- 
pany claims it is completely waterproof 
as well as inflatable. You put all your 
gear inside, seal the opening and inflate 
it. If it falls overboard, it floats. The 
small SportsPouch, priced at $19.95, will 
support ten pounds. A larger size, priced 


at $24.95, will float 20 pounds. 


Everything that goes into the case is 


divided into three categories: recording 
stuff, playback stuff and things you can 
only use when you have a TV or elec- 
tricity. Rule number one in assembling a 
survival kit is to carry only what you 
need. This lightens the load, which is 
important since even an 8mm cam- 
corder will feel like it weighs about eight 
times more than it does at the end of a 
day of touring. 

Pack the case so that you can easily 
remove all the things that you need just 
for playback or to charge the batteries. 
Keep these nonessential shooting acces- 
sories in a soft bag like those made for 
35mm camera lenses. When you’re 
ready to go out and shoot, lift the bag 
out of the case and leave it behind. 

The necessities you'll need include 
one or more blank videotapes, one or 
two extra batteries, the battery charger, 
a voltage converter compatible with the 
places you'll be visiting, a lens brush and 
lens cleaning tissues. Also pack A/V ca- 
bles and an RF converter so you can 
watch daily rushes on a local TV set. 

A few key audio and lens accessories 
are worth considering, as is a tripod. 
Whether or not they’re necessary, de- 
pends on your shooting plans. For in- 
stance, you'll want to carry an auxiliary 
zoom microphone if the audio you re- 
cord is going to be part of the final video. 
Ambico’s V-0624, for $79.95, is a good 
example of this type of mic. It can be 
switched from a wide setting to capture 
all the sounds in a location to a “tele” 
setting to focus on a single voice. Ambi- 
co’s V-0630 mic includes a unique zoom 
switch that lets you adjust audio recep- 
tion as if it were a zoom lens. Its sug- 
gested price is $99.95. 

If audio is critical, consider a wireless 
mic. Most are the lavalier type, like 
those often worn by TV news anchors. 
Lavalier mics have a small transmitter 
the on-camera person can hide in his or 
her clothing. A receiver connects to the 
auxiliary mic input on the camcorder.

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from Radio Shack’s WM002 at $70 to 
Nady’s 101VHF for $279. They are light 
and flexible enough to extend your au- 
dio prowess, but their big disadvantage is 
that their transmissions can sometimes 
be affected by nearby radio signals. 

Wide-angle and telephoto accessory 
lenses are useful if you can’t get the 
camcorder to the spot you need to get 
the shot you want, and your unit has a 
threaded lens. For example, you'll need 
a wide-angle lens when you're backed 
against a wall that goes a long way in 
each direction. One ultra-compact acces- 
sory lens is Lenmar’s VQ205, which 
packs wide-angle and telephoto ele- 
ments in the same rim. A user simply 
flips the elements around to alter the fo- 
cal length. Ambico’s V-0365 Auto-Flip 
also does the job. 

While you’re focused on lenses, 
think about filters. You don’t really need 
special effect types, but you may want to 
carry neutral density (ND) and polariz- 
ing filters. ND filters can usefully cut 
down the light in such settings as sun- 
splashed beaches and snowfields. How- 
ever, camcorders with high-speed shut- 
ter settings can do the same thing. 

You can probably do without a video 
light on a trip, especially if weight’s a 
concern. If you do take one along, 
choose from the newer cordless models 
that have self-contained batteries, like 
Ambico’s 20-watt V-0885 TraveLite and 
RCA’s VDC 200 video light. 

But any light is a frill compared to 
the one essential you may be tempted 
to, but should not, leave behind —a tri- 
pod. We consider a tripod, preferably 
with a fluid head, to be a shooting ne- 
cessity. By mounting the camera on one, 
you will be able to make all those 
smooth-looking camera moves we asso- 
ciate with skilled shooting. If a tripod is 
simply too much to bear, consider a 
monopod. It’s lighter and easier to pack. 

Light tripods and monopods are 
available from numerous manufacturers, 
including RCA, Sima, Ambico and Viv- 
itar. Coastar makes a tripod line called 
Red Accents, with models ranging from 
$69.95 to $130. Cullman has an unusual 
tripod called Magic II. Its legs fold into a 
flat, compact package, and its center 
column converts into a monopod. 
The Magic II is priced at $219. 

Your final survival accessory should 
be a piece of paper with the serial num- 
bers of all your camcorder or video com- 
ponents. If you’re leaving the country, 
register the numbers with a U.S. Cus- 
toms agent before departing. This way 
you won't have to go through the hassle 
of proving you bought the equipment in 
the U.S. as you return, tanned, tired, 
laden with bags and anxious to screen 
the best video you ever shot. nl

moving functions from the remote — the 
number of necessary onscreen steps is 
increased, making remote operation 
more time-consuming. “It’s true that as 
you put more information onscreen, you 
force the user to deal with menus, and 
that can slow down the process,” says 
Bocko of Philips. “Still, it seems to be a 
better solution than overcrowded re- 
motes.” 

Meanwhile, remotes that do have a 
large number of buttons can still be de- 
signed smartly, says Mitsubishi’s De- 
laney. “The keys most frequently used 
need to be differentiated. For example, 
the volume up/down should be large, so 
if you're using it in a low-light situation, 
you'll know it just by the position and 
feel of the button.” 

While ergonomic fine points involv- 
ing shapes of buttons may seem trivial, 
they’re getting more and more atten- 
tion. Designers are concentrating on the 
“feel” of equipment, particularly with 
hand-held products such as camcorders. 








“Camcorders is the area where you real- 
ly notice the movement to soft design,” 
says Bill Plumb. “The camcorder is be- 
coming more and more tactile.” 

Meanwhile, RCA designers are ex- 
perimenting with a “flat-cam” approach, 
in which the camcorder has been re- 
shaped to lie flat on the user’s shoulder. 
“We've basically turned the camcorder 
on its side,” says RCA’s Lenzi of the de- 
sign, which may be introduced in the 
near future. “It isn’t really smaller, but it 
creates the illusion and feeling of being 
less bulky, and it doesn’t block your vi- 
sion on one side the way an upright 
camcorder does.” 


RACING TO REDUCE 


The issue of compactness is still 
paramount, though designers have be- 
gun to realize that small isn’t always 
beautiful; “There’s still a race to reduce 
size, but we now know there’s also a 
trade-off between smaller size and stabil- 
ity,” says Tom Hitzges, Panasonic’s cam- 
corder marketing manager. One thing 
there’s no question about: “There are 
still too many knobs on camcorders,” 
says Sony’s Amanuma. “They must be 
simplified.” 

Bringing simplification to a field that 





is growing ever more complex can be a 
problem. According to designer Rene 
Weiss, recently named vice president in 
charge of design at Proton, designers are 
constantly trying to gauge which way 
the technological winds are blowing. 
“As we design the next generation of 
monitors, we don’t know whether we'll 
be working with a picture tube with 
three-dimensional curves or a flat plate 
that’s half an inch thick — naturally, this 
determines what you do with the de- 
sign,” Weiss says. 

Then, too, there’s the occasional in- 
trusion of the business world. “Too often 
products are conceptualized for dealers 
rather than consumers,” Weiss says. 
“The dealer cares about a design that 
helps the TV move off the shelf. A good 
designer, on the other hand, tends to 
think about what will happen once the 
TV is brought home — how it will look 
there, whether it will it be easy to oper- 
ate. It’s up to designers to convince 
manufacturers to think more about 
what will happen after the television set 
is sold.” 

In the new age of video design, the 
artists will have a greater opportunity 
than ever before to state their case — 
and to state it boldly. A

Call off the search 
When using a VHS VCR, it’s best to 


avoid using the rewind search feature. 
This reverses the direction of the tape 
against the rotating head drum, thus ac- 
celerating wear of the heads and the 
tape. Fast-forward search is easier on the 
system, because the tape moves in the 
same direction that the head drum 
turns.

Nonetheless, the responsibility for 
fair dealing ultimately lies with the ad- 
vertisers themselves, and unfortunately 
VIDEO Magazine cannot guarantee their 
behavior. Therefore, we feel it is impor- 
tant for our readers to know what their 
rights are and to follow the tips set forth 
below for purchasing merchandise by 
mail. Further, we are prepared to use 
our best efforts to assist any customer 
who has been improperly or unfairly 
dealt with by one of our advertisers. 

Our requirements for advertising in 
VIDEO Magazine and our offer of assist- 
ance to aggrieved purchasers do not in 
any way limit either the obligation of an 
advertiser to comply with all applicable 
federal, state and local iaws and regula- 
tions or our customers’ ability to enforce 
their rights under those laws. 


MAIL-ORDER BILL OF RIGHTS 

Under federal law, if you order ad- 
vertised merchandise by mail, the adver- 
tiser must ship your order when prom- 
ised in the advertisement—or, if no de- 
livery date is promised, within 30 days 
of receiying your order. If the advertiser 
fails to ship your order in a timely fash- 
ion, you may cancel your order and are 
entitled to a prompt refund. 








If the initial shipping date cannot be 
met, the advertiser must notify you in 
writing and give you the option of either 
cancelling your order and receiving a full 
refund or agreeing to a new shipping 
date.

They shoot televisions, don’t they?

High-definition television is on the way. 
Scientists say it, CEOs say it, the press 
predicts it. But what if HDTV were no 
more than a grand illusion, a technology 
sliding toward the trash heap of history 
at the moment of its most perfect ex- 
pression? What if it were to prove no 
more durable than the Edsel, the dirig- 
ible or CED? What would take its place? 

The answer, argues a provocative 
new book by economist George Gilder, is 
powerful computers designed to receive 
digital TV broadcasts through a nation- 
wide network of fiber-optic transmission 
cables. Moreover, it will be U.S. com- 
panies that deliver the coup de grace to 
conventional TV. 

“Television is dead,” Gilder pro- 
claims in Microcosm: The Quantum Rev- 
olution in Economics and Technology. 
Television as we know it—with its re- 
liance on analog signals, big picture 
tubes and weighty power demands — is 
so nearly archaic, compared to the grow- 
ing powers of computers, says Gilder, 
that HDTV will be old news before it 
can claim its birthright. Even the digital 
features TV sets now display do little 
more than delay the final fade of the last 
vacuum tube in a microchip culture. 

At the core of Gilder’s game plan is 
his belief that American computer com- 
panies, not traditional TV makers like 
Zenith, will soon exploit their lead in 
semiconductor and information tech- 
nologies to capture tomorrow’s market 
for advanced television products. Com- 
puters, says Gilder, can already deliver 
more information more quickly than an- 
alog televisions will ever be able to. 
Once they're perfected, computer TV 
| pictures will be digital, crystal clear, in- 
terference free and interactive. 

Gilder acknowledges that this trans- 
formation faces a formidable barrier: the 
memory loads and processing speed 
needed to generate real-time color video 
on a computer terminal are fearfully ex- 
pensive. A fully digital monitor would 
cost thousands of dollars at today’s 








prices. But Gilder expects these prices to 
sink rapidly, while computing power 


grows by leaps and bytes. 


The components to make this a real- 
ity are already being developed by Ap- 
ple, IBM, Sun, Next, Texas Instruments 
and “scores of others,” asserts Gilder. As 
an example, he cites research by the In- 
tel Corporation into the digital video in- 
teractive (DVI) format. Gilder predicts 
this digital compression technology will 
soon make it possible to stuff a feature- 
length movie onto a single CD. 

A further hurdle—the frequency 
spectrum’s lack of space for digital TV 





broadcasts — prompts Gilder to recom- 
mend putting the U.S. on a strict fiber 
diet. Forget about over-the-air digi-cast- 
ing. The Federal Communications Com- 
mission should deregulate the phone 
companies and help them swaddle the 
nation’s 100 million households in glass 
cocoons. With fiber optics paving the 
way, Gilder sees little to stop computers 
from outracing HDTV. 

His pitch has the seductive power 
that comes from saying things we want 
to hear: Not only can we have better TV 
sets than we thought possible sooner 
than we thought possible, but American 
companies will do the job. All this 
speaks directly to powerfully held beliefs 








that technology will continue to make 
life better, that American ingenuity will 
triumph over foreign competition and 
that the national economy will benefit. 

The flaw in Gilder’s videotopia is 
time: There’s not enough of it. Sure, 
computer power is improving, but not at 
the warp-speed needed to flood the na- 
tion’s living rooms by the decade’s end. 
Nor is a full-scale fiber highway just 
around the corner, a status Gilder ac- 
knowledges by calling on the FCC to 
withdraw spectrum space from analog 
TV broadcasters as a way of aiding tele- 
phone companies. 

Technological sea changes have rou- 
tinely needed a generation or more to 
reach critical mass — and be transformed 
into objects desired by millions of con- 
sumers. The telephone, black & white 
television, color television, cellular 
phones, even today’s trendy fax ma- 
chine, all endured lengthy germinations 
before they flowered. 

Moreover, if firms like Intel and Ap- 
ple aggressively try to peddle comput- 
erized TV sets, does even Gilder really 
expect enterprises like Sony, Matsushita 
and Thomson to watch their businesses 
wither without fighting back? Such com- 
panies are already seeing to it that much 
of conventional television is quickly be- 
corning less so. HDTV represents the 
leading edge of this process. But pro- 
jects, many depending on aspects of 
computer technology, are underway to 
give non-HDTV sets brighter colors, 
clearer images, flatter surfaces, fewer 
ghosts, larger feature menus, more di- 
mensional audio, multi-picture options, 
trendier designs and compatibility with a 
wider variety of components, including 
computers. 

Solid-state computer TV sets are 
not suddenly about to overthrow the 
system used in 100 million homes, or by- 
pass the forces engaged in refining it. 
Gilder is right in pointing out that com- 
puter firms, as opposed to traditional TV 
makers, can bring a lot to the party — 
and should. But the real news is that 
television, far from dying, is on a tech- 
nological roll. And we all have a box 
seat. .
